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PREFACE. 


Volume VI of the Reprint of the Minutes covers the years 
from 1828 to 1839 inclusive. 

This period was perhaps the most critical in the history of the 
Grand Lodge and the volume containing the proceedings of these 
years is correspondingly interesting. The wave of anti-masonry 
had spread over the whole country and had a great effect on both 
the work and the finances of the Grand Lodge. During these 
twelve years warrants were granted for only three lodges; those 
that were in existence ceased meeting and the membership of 
many of them became so small that they were suspended for 
non-payment of dues and for failure to make returns. In 1839 
only forty-five lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge 
of Pennsylvania were in good standing. 

Because of the small number of lodges, the finances of the 
Grand Lodge were very much impaired and the hall on Chestnut 
Street, where the Grand Lodge had met from 1820 to 1835, was 
sold and Washington Hall on Third Street was purchased and 
fitted up as a meeting place. 

The Centennial Anniversary of the establishment of the 
Grand Lodge was celebrated on June 24, 1834, and at that 
meeting action was taken on the death of General Lafayette.

21, Harrisburg, as a candidate for initiation, that the causes 
of his rejection were now removed and that he had an applica- 
tion for initiation pending before Lodge No. 208. That that 
Lodge declined acting on his application without first receiving 
the permission of the grand lodge which he pray9 may be 
granted.

The Grand Lodges of Kentucky, Nova Scotia and Delaware 


have each transmitted a vote of thanks to this grand lodge for 
a copy of the Ahiman Kezon. 

The Grand Lodges of Kentucky and Illinois have each 
adopted resolutions disapproving of the course pursued by the 
Grand Lodge of Maine in relation to certain changes in the 
mode of administering the Masonic degrees and approving of 
the conduct of this grand lodge and coinciding with the views 
it took of the subject. The grand lodge of Illinois refuses to 
recognize any person as a Mason known to be initiated in the 
manner proposed by the grand lodge of Maine. 

The grand lodge of Vermont acknowledged the receipt of 
the correspondence but declines to take any order upon the 
subject. 

The Grand Lodge of Louisiana have passed a resolution to 
cooperate with the grand lodges in the United States for the 
erection of a monument to the memory of our M. W. Bro. 
George Washington at Mount Vernon. They have also adopted 
a Kegulation by which they prohibit the lodges under their 
jurisdiction from admitting any visiting Brother unless he has 
a diploma from his lodge or from the grand lodge by which 
his lodge is constituted. 
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The Grand lodge of Illinois have adopted a resolution dis- 
approving of publishing expulsions and suspensions and have 
resolved to discontinue the practice. 

The Grand Lodge of Vermont notice an application from 
John S. Hart of Philadelphia, inquiring whether a Charter for 
a Lodge of colored masons to be located in the City of Phila- 
delphia would be granted. The* Communication was referred 
to a Committee who reported that the grand lodge had no 
power to grant a charter and that if they had, it would be in- 
expedient to use it. 

The grand Lodge of Vermont have appointed a Committee 
to obtain information as to the propriety and expediency of 
establishing a grand lodge at Liberia on the coast of Africa. 

Your Committee have been induced to give the above abstract 
of the proceedings of the grand lodges in communication with 
this grand lodge as containing all the information they thought 
interesting to the majority of the Brethren. In examining the 
correspondence they have been highly gratified with the friendly 
and fraternal spirit that appears to pervade the intercourse 
between the different grand lodges. They however find nothing 
that requires a specific resolution.

That about the year 1822, the appellant, being then Treas- 
urer of the lodge failed in business and became a defaulter in 
his office to the amount of $123. That after some time he 
gave to the lodge in payment or as security, two notes together 
amounting to the sum due from him, which notes were ac- 
cepted by them. That before either of the said notes became 
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payable, and while by the understanding of the parties a resort 
to him was at least suspended and contingent, he paid up all 
arrears as a member and tendered his resignation. That his 
resignation was not accepted and after certain proceedings he 
was suspended, and subsequently expelled. The causes of these 
punishments and the circumstances under which they were in- 
flicted, formed the principal subjects of investigation before 
the Committee, but as their opinion is founded on a different 
principle from any which they involve, it is not thought neces- 
sary to spread them before the grand lodge. 

Whatever may have been the sufficiency of the Appellants 
offence to warrant a high degree of punishment, or however 
that offence may have been mitigated or otherwise by his sub- 
sequent conduct, or whatever irregularity may have afterwards 
existed in the proceedings of the lodge against him, this posi- 
tion seems to be at least unquestionable. At the time when his 
resignation was presented his dues as a member were paid; his 
previous delinquency as treasurer was covered by the securities 
which he had assigned to the lodge, and they had accepted those 
securities, he was not, therefore, a debtor to the lodge of such 
a certain and present character as to justify their refusal to 
permit him to withdraw. It is certainly not competent to a 
lodge which has accepted securities from a delinquent and 
thereupon allowed him a credit, to waive that indulgence and 
consider him anew as subject to censure for the delinquency 
before the term of credit has expired. And, in the opinion of 
the Committee, the refusal to accept the appellants resignation 
cannot be defended, unless it is assumed he was at the time 
liable to masonic censure. 

All the subsequent proceedings were of course irregular, if 
the lodge exceeded their authority in refusing to accept the 
resignation. Had it been accepted he would have passed be- 
yond their jurisdiction, he could not have been cited before 
them, could not have been suspended, could not have been 
expelled by them. The grand Lodge, in correcting this first 
errour, necessarily annul the measure by which it was followed. 
The Committee therefore submit for consideration the follow- 
ing Eesolutions. 

Eesolved, that the resignation of S. P. Barbier addressed to 
Lodge La Eeconnaissance on the 22 d Decern., 1823, having 
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been irregularly disposed of is still before that Lodge and ought 
now to be accepted with the same effect as if it had been so 
determined at first. 

Resolved, That the sentence of suspension and expulsion de- 
creed against S. P. Barbier by Lodge No. 160, La Reconnais- 
sance (having been made subsequently to an application on his 
part to resign and which application as he was not then liable 
to masonic censure ought under the circumstances to have been 
then accepted), be and the same are hereby removed.

filed in the grand lodge, the committee proceeded to examine 
the testimony produced by the lodge in support of its charges, 
from which it appeared he had repeatedly used opprobrious lan- 
guage in relation to the LodgQ and its members and that he 
had circulated reports injurious to the character of two of the 
members, men of respectability and good standing in Society, 
charging one with passing counterfeit money and the other with 
forgery, that although the testimony was from the necessity 
of the case exparte , yet the witnesses were respectable men 
whose evidence there was no reason to doubt. The committee 
offer the following Resolutions, viz:

The Co mmi ttee appointed the 15 December last on the ap- 
plication from Lodge No. 21 at Harrisburg for leave to raise 
Bro. Lewis Plitt and sundry Documents relative to his case 
made the following Report: 

That it appears that at a stated meeting of Perseverance 
Lodge, No. 21 held at the room on the 8 h August, 1827, the pe- 
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tition of Lewis Plitt praying to be initiated into the mysteries of 
Masonry, accompanied with a proper recommendation was pre- 
sented and referred to a Committee of two members. 

This reference was contrary to the Ahiman Rezon but in 
conformity with the By Laws, which, your committee presume 
have not been revised since the publication of the last Rules 
and Regulations of the grand lodge. 

At the next stated meeting on the 12 th September the Com- 
mittee made a favourable report and they then proceeded to a 
ballot which was not unanimous, but it was ascertained that one 
person who was not a member of the lodge had voted. 

At this Stage your Committee think there were but two 
courses to have been pursued, the one to have considered this 
ballot as void by an individual voting who was not author- 
ized so to do and so to have had it entered on the minutes and 
then immediately to have proceeded to another ballot, which if 
it had been favourable would have shown that there had been 
a mistake, and if unfavourable would have induced the friends 
of the candidate either to have acquiesced in the decision or 
to have adopted the measures pointed out by the Ahiman 
Rezon. The other course would have been to consider the 
ballot a rejection and then a motion agreeable to the rules and 
Regulations page 161, for a second ballot might have been made 
at one stated meeting and if adopted at the next or some sub- 
sequent meeting a ballot might have been had at the stated 
meeting next subsequent to that at which such motion was 
adopted. 

The latter course the lodge did not adopt, and their minutes 
appear in so questionable a shape that it cannot be said that 
they then substantially adopted the former. 

By the minutes it would appear that it was moved and sec- 
onded and agreed unanimously , that the petitioner Lewis Plitt, 
have leave to withdraw his petition in consequence of a person 
voting who was not a member. 

Then it was moved and seconded, that the last Vote taken 
be reconsidered and it was then agreed to lay the petition 
on the table to the next stated meeting. 

From this it was evident there was no personal disapproba- 
tion of the applicant, but it is impossible to say what vote was 
reconsidered (and that it was agreed to lay the petition over 
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until the next stated meeting) or what was the effect of the 
reconsideration, as stated on the minutes. The Lodge however, 
appear to have acted as if the first ballot had been entirely null 
and to have meant to have proceeded in that ground. 

At the next stated meeting on the 10 th October when the 
Lodge was quite thin, not more than four present, and it would 
appear at rather an early hour but after the hour of six, the 
Lodge proceeded to ballot and the candidate was declared duly 
approved, was introduced and initiated, other brethren arrived 
before and after the ceremony and do not appear to have at that 
time expressed any disapprobation at this mode of proceeding. 

The Lodge on the 14 Govern., 1827, by Resolution adopted 
that evening, declared that he had been initiated contrary to the 
Regulations of the Grand Lodge and submitted all the facts 
and circumstances relative to the case to the revision of the 
grand lodge, and refused in the meantime further to advance 
Bro. Plitt in masonry. 

The Lodge by Resolution adopted 10 th July, 1828, have 
unanimously solicited the grand lodge for permission to ad- 
vance Bro. Plitt to the sublime degree of a master mason as 
they all most solemnly aver that they believe him worthy. 

Tour Committee observe with great regret the irregularity 
that is visible through the whole course of the proceedings and 
think it highly censurable. They particularly point out as im- 
proper and unmasonic, the manner in which Bro. Plitt was 
finally elected and consider it should have been reserved to a 
full meeting of the Lodge or until most of the members had 
arrived on that evening. 

The other irregularities they have pointed out in the course 
of this Report, but as it is evident from all the testimony ex- 
hibited that Bro. Plitt will be an acceptable and useful member 
of the institution and that he cannot be in any way chargeable 
himself with any Violation of our Rules. 

They offer for the consideration of the Grand Lodge the fol- 
lowing resolutions, Viz: 

Resolved, 

That the proceedings of Lodge No. 21 so far as relates to 
the entering and passing Bro. Lewis Plitt be and they are hereby 
confirmed and rendered valid, and that Lodge No. 21 have 
leave further to advance him in masonry if he continues worthy.

The Lecturer for 1827 @ 1828 Reported that he had per- 
formed the duties assigned to him. That with respect to nearly 
all the lodges he visited, he had to remark that they had sen- 
sibly improved in the skill and uniformity of their Work since 
his previous biennial appearance among them. The labours of 
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each lodge were carefully examined and such observations made 
on their minutes as occasion required. Masonry in this Com- 
monwealth may be considered as flourishing in all the thickly 
settled portions of the State. The lodges generally are com- 
posed of the most influential and respectable men in their re- 
spective neighbourhoods and by their strict attention to moral 
and masonic duties command the respect of the community. 
In many places where old prejudices against the order formerly 
existed in great force, these have either worn away entirely 
or have been materially diminished and it is comparatively in 
few places that the lodges have suffered from newly excited 
opposition. In the northern and thinly settled portions of the 
State where the lodges are few in number and most of the 
members reside at great distances from the lodges they belong 
to and from one another, their prosperity and increase have been 
partially checked by the systematic, opposition which had its 
origin in a neighbouring state. In but few other parts has this 
opposition been of effect.

terfere clear and indubitable. Your committee are unable to 
discover that on becoming a member of the Masonic order, an 
individual divests himself of any of the rights he possessed as 
a Citizen by which he would have been enabled to become a 
member of any other Society the objects of which being en- 
tirely compatible with the Laws of his Country and the prin- 
ciples of morality. 

Of the Secrets, rites and Ceremonies of the Odd fellows So- 
ciety it is of course impossible for us to speak. We can only 
infer from the respectability of many of its members who also 
belong to the masonic order, that there is nothing contained 
therein involving in the remotest degree a violation of ma- 
sonic duty, and that it is strictly a moral, charitable and bene- 
ficial institution. 

The chief end and aim of all beneficial institutions being 
the relief of the distressed and the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the unfortunate, objects highly laudable in them- 
selves, should entitle them to the encouragement and protection 
of every liberal minded member of the Community of whatever 
denomination, sect or persuasion he may be. The Masonic In- 
stitution justly celebrated from time immemorial for the liber- 
ality of its principles, for the Charity it dispenses, and for the 
harmony, brotherly love and fellowship it inculcates, should not 
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only abstain from presenting any obstacles to the formation and 
establishment, or the prosperity of other institutions having 
in view and aiming to promote the same great objects with 
itself, but should hail them as fellow labourers in the same great 
work, the improvement of the condition of man. And, as far 
as practicable extend to them its countenance and support. 

Your Committee would therefore recommend to this Grand

The Grand Lodge of Missouri has resolved that they will 
freely acquiesce in the revival of Louisiana Lodge, No. 109, 
at St. Genevieve, by the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania for the 
purpose of collecting its debts and closing its business. 

The Committee appointed on the 27 December, 1828, to 
wait on the R. W. Past Grand Master Bro. Tho s - Kittera with 
a Resolution conveying the thanks of the R. W. Grand Lodge 
for his valuable services as R. W. Grand Master reported the 
following address presented to him. 

“We have the honour and the pleasing authorized duty of 
presenting you the recorded testimony of the high sense enter- 
tained by the R. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania for your 
eminently useful labours in the cause of the Ancient and hon- 
ourable Institution over which you presided with distinguished 
ability and corresponding zeal for three successive years. 

The fraternity in all countries have ever been obnoxious to 
the censure of the unenlightened and to the traductions of the 
base. In many parts of sovereign and despotic Europe our 
masonic brethren have been persecuted unto death for masonry’s 
sake. 

Incarceration in the awful dungeons of the inquisition, the 
horrible torments of the rack and even the innumerable heart 
appalling murders committed by its powerful enemies, have not 
extinguished the sacred fire of the order which warms the bosom 
of every genuine ancient mason in every part of the habitable 
globe. They have sacreligiously pulled down the Temples and 
the Altars of Masonic Worship but all the powers of the Earth 
cannot extirpate devotion to our venerable, pure and holy rites 
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and duties thrice consecrated by the indissoluble ties of Faith, 
Hope and Charity. 

Under our auspices and guided by your Counsel we have 
rather cherished benevolent than angry feelings to our deluded 
fellow Citizens of a Sister State, who, confounding, and un- 
charitably blending the errours and the crimes of the ignorant 
and infatuated men (but no true masons) with the order of 
which they were unworthy members have thought proper to 
array an organized formidable opposition to the whole craft. 
Local causes may temporarily produce local effects. Charity 
commands silence to the real but veiled motive of hostility. 
Time alone which reveals all things will elicit truth. Exposition 
will be succeeded by shame and remorse for the contumely now 
so liberally and unjustly bestowed on us. 

Adverse Winds may stay the progress of the Ship and cause 
despondency in the Crew, but an Overruling providence, our 
Great Grand Master presiding in the Wisdom over the destinies 
of the Universe will soon cheer the hearts of the Mariners by 
favourable breezes to the destined Havens. 

Masonry like an oppressed and persecuted Country will arise 
invigorated to new and successful exertions in all her might 
and strength against this Goliath of the Philistines. The en- 
during Eock of Ages will repel the impotent assaults of the 
storms of the Ocean fretted into furious impetuous Waves of 
the hour by the variable Winds of Heaven. 

Kespected Brother. You will excuse this apparent digression 
from the object in view; it is closely allied to it and serves to 
place in a conspicuous light your eminent services in preserving 
the hallowed masonic Vessel of State entrusted to your guidance 
through the perils which have assailed us during the chief part 
of your administration. 

We avail ourselves of the opportunity to express personally 
our ardent wishes for your continued health and prosperity and 
greet you with sentiments of affection as friends and fellow 
Citizens and Brothers.”

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To which the R. W. P. G. M. Brother Kittera replied as 
follows: 

I have received your flattering address enclosing a compli- 
mentary Resolution of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 
During the period of my administration various circumstances 
prevailed to withdraw in some measure the services I had hoped 
to bestow upon an Institution, the utility of which none better 
know or are more able to appreciate than yourselves. 

The prejudice which designing men are endeavouring to 
extend against us will be as short lived as it is bitter and un- 
founded. 

A society based upon the principles of Masonry has nothing 
to dread from the attacks.

Leaving an estimated balance of Forty five dollars of ex- 
penditure greater than the Receipts and without making any 
appropriation for the Grand Lecturer. 

The Committee regret that they are compelled to submit a 
statement to the Grand Lodge exhibiting a sensible decline in 
the receipts of the Institution. This diminution is to be ac- 
counted for in the artificial and extraordinary excitement which 
has unfortunately lately sprung up against Masonry and will 
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probably some time longer operate injuriously upon the con- 
tributions of members and the regular payment of dues from 
subordinate Lodges. 

Under these circumstances your committee recommend a 
strict economy in the disbursements of the grand Lodge. The 
funds available will be amply sufficient to meet the Interest 
accruing on the Masonic Debt with other necessary contingen- 
cies, with the exception of the amount usually paid to the 
Grand Lecturer, and, by deferring this appropriation for an- 
other season it is hoped that the Grand Lodge will be in a 
situation to extend to that useful officer what his services and 
merits deserve.

For some years the prosperity of this Lodge has been de- 
pressed owing to various causes not necessary here to detail 
and yet has all along endeavoured to sustain itself against many 
adverse circumstances. 

From the communication under consideration, and referred 
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to your Committee; it appears, that being situated near the 
Forks of the Newtown or Tioga Branch of the Susquehanna 
River, it has from its peculiar locality been materially affected 
by the tide of anti masonic feeling from the neighbouring state 
of New York insomuch that its existence as a lodge hangs but 
on a thread, not more than 5 a 6 members attending, the meet- 
ings and these under feelings of discouragement. 

The few active members are averse to the surrender of the 
Warrant, unless upon such conditions as will enable them to 
resume it with the rank to which an elder Warrant is en- 
titled, and yet at the same time find it impossible to continue 
and pay the usual assessment of the Grand Lodge for Dues. 

It may be observed that the lodge had but recently suc- 
ceeded in the liquidation of a debt of long standing of a con- 
siderable sum owing to the grand lodge and that all its dues 
are discharged to 28 Decern, inclusive. 

The lodge asks for permission to lay down its Warrant now 
and to resume it when ready to re-commence its labours. 

The Committee find that it has been the almost universal 
practice of the Grand Lodge to permit the members of a sus- 
pended or vacated Lodge to resume their labours on payment 
of the arrears to the grand lodge, due at the time of the sus- 
pension, thus virtually relinquishing the dues which might be 
owing or have accrued between the resumption and suspension 
of their labours. In fact no dues can be said to accrue whilst 
a lodge ceases to hold its meetings and thus suspends its labours. 

Considering that from the representation made by Lodge No. 
70, that it will ere long be able to resume its labours and that 
it would be impolitic at this time to encourage the surrender 
of Warrants of subordinate lodges but upon strong grounds, 
and upon the supposition that such surrender would be per- 
petual, the Committee would offer the following 

Resolution, Viz: 

That Lodge No. 70, be hereby authorized to suspend the 
meetings thereof and its labours until the stated meeting next 
preceding the ensuing St. John's Day and after the election 
and installation of the Master at that meeting, to suspend them 
for a further term of 12 months, without being liable for the 
assessment of dues in the interim of suspension commencing 
with the date of the application to the G. L.

That previous to the year 1825, the masonic Hall and the 
Gas manufactory were under the charge of separate committees. 
On the adoption of The Ahiman Rezon, on the 18 April, 1825, 
these establishments were both placed under the charge of a 
single committee composed of five members and called “The 
Hall Committee.” 

By the 26 section of the Rules and Regulations of the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania (Ahiman Rezon page 149, 150,) that 
committee are stated to “have the care of the Hall and Lots 
on which it is erected, and the supervision of the Jewels and 
furniture of the Grand Lodge, and they are to cause the same 
to be kept in good order. They provide the necessary fuel and 
light, and for the latter purpose conduct the Gas manufactory 
belonging to the Grand Lodge. They may let the rooms of 
the Hall at the rents ascertained by the Grand Lodge and are 
to report to the Grand Secretary on or before St. John’s the 
Evangelist’s day annually, the changes in the occupation of 
the Lodge Room and the number of extra meetings held by 
each subordinate Lodge. They are to suffer no use to be made 
of the building or any part thereof which may vitiate the pol- 
icies of insurance thereon.” 

It was found exceedingly difficult to procure a quorum of so 
large a committee, to transact the daily business entrusted to 
their care, and also that it required too great a sacrifice of 
private interest to pay the necessary attention to the gas manu- 
factory, in addition to the other labours of the Hall committee. 
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Accordingly on the 27 December, 1827, the Gas establishment 
was entrusted to a separate committee of three members, and 
the number of the Hall committee was reduced from five to 
three. 

This has been the arrangement up to the present time.

This statement shews a large increase of expenditure since 
1824 and is alone sufficient to put the Grand Lodge on the 
enquiry whether it cannot be reduced. 

The evils of conducting a practical business by committees 
consists in the devision of responsibility, if all attend, and the 
total want of it, of the actual labours (as it too often happens) 
falls upon a single member of a committee consisting of three 
or five members. Besides no single individual can be expected 
to sacrifice a large portion of his private interest for the public 
good without compensation and the consequence is a change of 
members from year to year, bringing in annually new hands 
unacquainted with the necessary details. Without intending 
any reflection on any individual, your committee cannot but 
observe that it has become perfectly evident to the members 
of the Grand Lodge who have enquired at all into the matters 
committed to the care of the Hall and Gas committees, that 
there must be a total change of system, in order to support the 
respectability and dignity of our institution. The external 
and internal appearance and actual condition of the Hall and 
the Gas Manufactory, shew the imperious necessity of a speedy 
renovation. 

The Gas establishment is by a late resolution of the Grand 
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Lodge to be repaired and improved. These works it is evident 
must be placed under the care of one competent and responsible 
person practically and theoretically acquainted with the whole 
process. This is necessary to secure an economical as well as 
regular supply of gas to the Hall. 

A single individual can also much better discharge the duties 
now devolved upon the Hall committee which are practical and 
only require the occasional supervision of some higher authority. 

It will of course be necessary to compensate such individuals 
for the sacrifice of their personal interest and the time and 
labour expended in the service of the institution. One Person 
could discharge the duties now imposed on the Two committees 
and your committee agree with the Committee of Finance “That 
the Hall and Gas committees should be dispensed with and that 
a suitable person should be employed to take charge of the Hall 
and Gas establishments.” Your committee are of opinion that 
he should be placed under the direction of the Grand officers. 

Your committee therefore offer the following resolutions: 

Resolved, that so much of the Rules and Regulations of the 
Grand Lodge, as directs the appointment of the Hall committee 
and Gas committee be and the same is hereby repealed, and that 
the duties now discharged by the said committees be devolved 
upon one person to be appointed annually by the Grand Master 
and to be called “The Superintendent of The Hall and Gas” 
and who shall be compensated in such manner as shall be agreed 
upon by the Grand officers and shall be subject in all matters 
to their direction and controul. 

Resolved, That all drafts drawn by the said superintendent 
upon the Grand Treasurer shall be approved by the Grand Mas- 
ter before they are presented to the chairman of the committee 
of Finance for Registry. 

Resolved, That all moneys received by the superintendent 
from the Rents of the Hall and the receipts of the gas estab- 
lishment shall be forthwith paid over by him to the Grand 
Treasurer.

In pursuance of the said notice Three hundred and ninety 
six Members of the order assembled at the Masonick Hall and 
proceeded from thence to the funeral and after the body was in- 
terred returned to the Hall, and after an appropriate address 
from the R. W. Grand Master and an elegant prayer from the 
Reverend Bro. Plummer, Grand Chaplain, were dismissed. 

The above report having been made by the Grand Secretary, 
The Bequest to The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania contained in 
the will so presented by the Executors of our late Brother 
Stephen Girard was read as follows: 

“VII. I give and bequeath to the gentlemen who shall he 
Trustees of the Masonic Loan at the time of my decease the 
sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars, including therein ten thou- 
sand and nine hundred dollars due to me, part of the Masonic 
Loan, and any interest that may be due thereon at the time 
of my decease, in trust for the use and benefits of “The Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania and Masonic Jurisdiction thereto be- 
longing” and to be paid over by the said Trustees to the said 
Grand Lodge, for the purposes of being invested in some safe 
stock or funds or other good security and the dividends and 
interest arising therefrom to be again so invested and added 
to the Capital, without applying any part thereof to any other 
purpose, until the whole capital shall amount to thirty thousand 
Dollars, when the same shall forever after remain a permanent 
fund or capital of the said Amount of thirty thousand Dollars, 
the interest whereof shall be applied from time to time to the 
relief of poor and respectable brethren, and in order that the 
real and benevolent purposes of masonic institutions may be 
attained. I recommend to the several lodges not to admit to 
membership or to receive members from other lodges unless 
the applicants shall absolutely be men of sound and good 
morals.” 

When on motion of Bro. James Harper, R. W. Past Grand 
Master and seconded by Bro. John Steele, R. W. Deputy Grand 
Master, the following Preamble and Resolutions were Unan- 
imously Adopted: 
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Whereas, our late worthy and distinguished Brother Stephen 
Girard, has by his Last Will made a highly liberal and benevo- 
lent bequest to The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania for the pur- 
pose of establishing a permanent fund for the diffusion of Ma- 
sonick Charity, 

And Whereas, it is incumbent on this Grand Lodge in ac- 
cepting the trust thus reposed in them to express the deep 
sense of gratitude which they feel towards so noble a benefactor 
of their “poor and respectable brethren” and at the same time 
to call the attention of the Order to the Wise and excellent 
advice contained in the Legacy of our departed Brother, 

Therefore Resolved, That “The Grand Lodge of Pennsyl- 
vania and masonick jurisdiction thereunto belonging” Do ac- 
cept with feelings of the deepest gratitude the munificent be- 
quest of Twenty Thousand Dollars of our late worthy and ex- 
cellent Brother Stephen Girard Do hereby erect the same into 
a permanent fund forever to be called “The Stephen Girard 
Charity Fund” and to be managed in the manner set forth in his 
said will and applied to the purposes therein mentioned. 

Resolved, That the wise and liberal conduct of our late 
Brother towards the Masonick order during the whole period 
of his long and valuable life, This devotion to the fraternity. 
His noble bequests and the parting words of advice and admo- 
nition contained in this last solemn declaration of his opinion, 
entitle him to the grateful recollection not only of every ma- 
son but of every true lover of his fellow-men. 

Resolved, That the advice of our Brother expressed in his 
said will as follows : 

“And in order that the real and benevolent purposes of ma- 
sonick institutions may be attained, I recommend to the several 
lodges not to admit to membership or to receive members from 
other lodges unless the applicants shall be absolutely men of 
sound and good morals,” is in strict conformity with the prin- 
ciples and constitutions of our ancient order, and being also 
the opinion of a wise and experienced Brother, is most earnestly 
recommended to the different lodges for their guidance and 
government. 

Resolved, That as a testimonial of our great respect for the 
memory of our deceased brother the jewels, hangings and other 
furniture of The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania be placed in 
mourning for the space of six months. 
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On motion and seconded, 

Eesolved, That a copy of the foregoing proceedings be com- 
municated by the Grand Secretary to the Executors of our de- 
ceased brother. 

On motion and seconded, 

Eesolved, That the communication of the executors of Bro. 
Girard and the preamble and resolutions adopted this evening 
be published in the publick newspapers of this City. 

On motion and seconded, 

Eesolved, That the Grand Secretary be requested to append 
to the annual publication of the proceedings for the past year 
so much of the proceedings of the present year as relates to the 
funeral and bequest of Bro. Girard. 

On motion and seconded, 

Eesolved, That so much of the will of Bro. Girard as contains 
the legacy to this Grand Lodge be copied and appropriately 
framed and hung up in a conspicuous part of the Grand Lodge 
Eoom. 

General Eetum for 1831 from Lodge 1ST 0, 22, at Sunbury, 
was received, Eead and ordered to be filed. 

The annual publication of the Grand Lodge of Missouri for 
the year 1831, was read and ordered to be filed. 

Communications from the Grand Lodges of Georgia and 
North Carolina, communicating the names and signatures of 
their officers were received and ordered to be filed.

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Of the funds now in the hands of the committee of Charity, 
there was subscribed by individual brethren the sum of Thir- 
teen hundred and twenty eight Dollars, and by three lodges 
the further sum of one hundred and Ten Dollars, viz; By 
Lodge N°* 3, $50; by Lodge N°* 130, $50; by Lodge N°* 201, 
$10, making a total of Fourteen hundred and thirty eight 
Dollars and from Interest after deducting the expenses incident 
to the trust the sum of Four hundred and eighty two Dollars 
thirty four Cents making a Total sum of Nineteen hundred 
and twenty Dollars thirty four cents, and there was due on 
the 4 th ult 0 ' by the Grand Lodge the sum of Two hundred and 
seventy seven Dollars sixty one cents being interest upon the 
certificates of Gas Loan held by the committee.

The Grand Secretary 

Bespectfully Beports: 

That being bound by the Ahiman Eezon “to report quar- 
terly to the Grand Lodge the subordinate Lodges suspended 
or otherwise deprived of their representations therein” he feels 
it his duty, to call the attention of The Grand Lodge to the 
peculiar situation of his office, and also of the various subor- 
dinate lodges whose prosperity and efficiency in a great measure 
depend upon the activity and regularity of the Brother oc- 
cupying that responsible station. 

Lodges within the State failing to make returns on or before 
the first day of March are notified thereof by the Grand Sec- 
retary and if returns are not received within three months from 
the date of the notices the Warrants of such defaulting lodges 
are ipso facto suspended. 

Any Lodge in arrears for two years dues and notified thereof 
and such arrearages are not paid within six months from the date 

9 
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of such notice, its warrant is suspended and unless cause be 
shewn to the contrary at the next quarterly communication of 
the Grand Lodge will be vacated. 

These regulations are highly penal, and before they are en- 
forced strictly it is proper that due notice of a complete change 
in the administration of the office of Grand Secretary should 
be given to the subordinate lodges, and particularly to those 
located beyond the City and County of Philadelphia, many of 
whom are labouring under difficulties arising from other causes 
which axe well known to the masonick community. 

The Grand Secretary under these circumstances, and those 
which will be stated hereafter has no report to make of Lodges 
suspended or otherwise deprived of their representations in the 
Grand Lodge. 

On the 27 December last and at many subsequent periods, 
he applied to Bro. Thomas for the Books and papers of the 
G. Lodge and after a considerable lapse of time a portion of 
the old books and papers were handed over to him. The Grand 
Lodge on the 5 March last appointed a committee to procure 
the residue and they were only partially successful. 

The Grand Secretary a few weeks ago was enabled to get the 
Ledger and J ournal, and on the next day under the direction 
and supervision of the R. W. Grand Master the greatest portion 
of the other books and papers were given up by Bro. Thomas 
including the unfiled returns for 1828, 1829 and 1830. 

These books and papers shewed that no entries had been 
made in the Ledger later in any case than the 27 th Dec., 1828, 
nor in the journal posterior to March, 1829, and that there was 
no day book kept by the late Gr. Secretary. These books must 
all be brought up in order to shew the real situation of the 
Grand Lodge. 

The returns themselves in many instances are not registered, 
and have since 1828 been under the care of a clerk unacquainted 
with the masonick details of the office. 

The accounts of the Grand Secretary are evidently deficient. 

First, in not having been regularly rendered. 

Second, in wanting accounts for the 3 d and 4 th quarters of 
1831. 

Third, in not crediting all sums received by him, whether 
from lodges, dispensations, certificates, &c. 
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Fourth, in shewing that he received moneys from such sources, 
which were never in any way paid over to the Grand Treasurer 
or passed in any manner into his account. 

The Dispensation and Certificate Books contain no account 
of dispensations nor certificates issued during the year 1831. 
The other papers are in great confusion, and he is afraid, through 
negligence some are lost, which cannot be replaced. There 
are for instance no recommendations for certificates, nor per 
titions for dispensations for 1831. 

Whilst engaged in examining and arranging these papers 
and entering the returns and attempting to settle the accounts of 
the different Lodges, &c., The Grand Secretary learned that 
Bro. Thomas had made an assignment of what he pleased to 
call a debt due to him from the Grand Lodge. 

The following circular was immediately issued to the lodges 
in the City and County of Philadelphia. 


Circular. 

, “Philadelphia, May 21, 1832. 
Worshipful Sir and Brother, 

Bro. S. H. Thomas having made an assignment of what he 
has been pleased to call a debt due to him from the Grand 
Lodge of Pennsylvania, it becomes necessary to ascertain at 
once, his receipts from the Subordinate Lodges, Holy Royal 
Arch Chapters and Mark Lodges for the last six years. 

You will therefore please to direct the Treasurer of your 
Lodge to attend me without delay with all receipts and vouchers 
for all payments made by your Lodge since the 26 th December, 
1825, to the Grand Lodge, together with all bills rendered to 
you for dues, rent and light since that period. 

This subject demands your immediate attention. My office 
hours for the present week will be from 7 to 10 o’clock, a. m.

P. S. You will please also cause to be made out as soon as 
convenient a statement of the dispensations to enter, pass and 
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raise, and pass the chair issued to your lodge during the same 
period and furnish the same to me.” 

This has been in general promptly attended to. 

The Grand Secretary is now engaged in settling the different 
accounts, and has commenced with those of the Lodges in this 
vicinity. 

These accounts require a tedious process in order to insure 
accuracy of results. 

The return of one year is taken all its members registered, 
its expulsions, &c. noted, the number of membfers ascertained 
and the amount of dues also. Then the names of its officers 
for that year and abstract of the number of members, &c. must 
be entered in what is called the General Register. Then a 
journal entry is made and that carried into the Ledger forms 
but a single item there this must be repeated for every year 
not entered and now includes an examination of 1828, 1829, 
1830 and 1831. 

With regard to the credits of each lodge these are to be 
gleaned from The Grand Treasurer’s accounts, from the Grand 
Secretary’s also when he gives credit for sums received and 
not paid over, and from the receipts shewn by the Lodges, &c., 
where no credit has been given by Bro. Thomas. 

From these, journal and ledger entries are made and the ac- 
count of each lodge is then balanced and a copy of the Ledger 
entries sent to them. The difficulty in settling these accounts 
arises from The Grand Secretary receiving moneys which should 
have been paid to The Grand Treasurer, and to him alone, 
and whose receipt should have been the only voucher for a 
payment to the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Secretary having thus briefly explained the situ- 
ation of his office begs leave to remark, that some time will 
necessarily be required to arrange and settle this arrear of 
business but he confidently hopes that the quarterly communi- 
cation in September next will find the greatest part of it finally 
disposed of. 

He would also suggest that some improvements might be 
made and some salutary existing regulations enforced, which 
would secure the Grand Lodge in future from irregularities, 
and at the same time take away even the temptation to err on 
the part of so important an office as the Grand Secretary. 
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The Ahiman Kezon requires the accounts should be kept by 
double entry. The committee of Finance should be directed 
to require the Grand Secretary, to keep a day book containing 
original entries of all his transactions. It also requires that 
he should keep an account in some bank in this city through 
which all moneys received and paid by him must pass. He 
should be required to keep a separate account as Grand 
Secretary and produce quarterly to the committee of Finance 
his bank book and check book and checks, all of which 
should be payable to the order of the person receiving the 
money. 

All moneys drawn from the Grand Treasurer or received 
for dispensations and certificates to be immediately deposited. 

He should also keep in addition to the Interest receipt book, 
another receipt book in which all other receipts taken by him 
than for interest should be entered. This book to be the prop- 
erty of The Grand Lodge. 

He should always at all settlements of his accounts produce 
to the Committee of Finance these receipt books with the dis- 
pensation book, certificate book, day book and if required his 
journal and Ledger. 

The Grand Secretary should never receive any moneys, ex- 
cept the fees for dispensations and certificates, but by drafts 
on the Grand Treasurer, agreeably to appropriation and no 
voucher of any payment, by lodges, &c. to The Grand Lodge 
should be allowed except the receipt of The Grand Treasurer. 

It would also be proper that the Register of members and 
that of officers should be annually inspected by the committee 
of Finance in order that they may report how far the regulations 
of the Grand Lodge have been complied with in regard to those 
books. 

The general arrangement of the older papers of The Grand 
Lodge will occupy more time, than he has assigned fof the 
arrangement of the accounts and the pressing business of the 
Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Secretary would also suggest that no clerk un- 
acquainted with masonic usages and rules should ever be em- 
ployed on the Books of The Grand Lodge, as such a one is 
peculiarly liable to error in entering the returns, which if in- 
nocently done will always create confusion and difficulty. The 
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Books of Bro. Thomas bear internal evidence of truth of the 
remarks.

business under their cognizance as transacted by the present 
Grand Secretary whose regularity in the performance of his 
duties gives them every facility for examining and reporting 
and promises the most satisfactory punctuality in all the affairs 
entrusted to his supervision. 

It does not appear to your committee that the funds now at 
the disposal of The Grand Lodge are sufficient to meet the 
demands which will be against the Treasury on the 1 st of the 
ensuing month and this deficiency is entirely owing to a re- 
missness in the subordinate lodges, in paying up their arrear- 
ages. The committee therefore recommend an earnest appeal 
to the Lodges for their dues or such parts thereof as is in their 
power to liquidate and whilst this measure of justice is carried 
into operation there appears to be necessary to the Grand Lodge 
a strict economy in every department so that its credit and dig- 
nity may remain unimpaired. 

The committee of Finance would also respectfully but earn- 
estly recommend that all who pay moneys to the Grand Treas- 
urer should present their duplicate receipts to the Grand Sec- 
retary by which means only can the committee of Finance audit 
with satisfaction and accuracy the accounts of the Grand Treas- 
urer this mode of procedure will also enable the Grand Sec- 
retary to enter up at once the payments to their proper credit 
and not as now depend frequently upon the books of the Grand 
Treasurer. 

Your committee has not been able to collect information 
sufficient to enable them to make out an estimate of the probable 
receipts and expenditures of the Grand Lodge for the present 
year, but as some appropriations are necessary the committee 
offers the Grand Lodge the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the sum of Three hundred eighty eight 
50/100 Dollars be and the. same is hereby appropriated for the 
payment of the arrears of Interest due on loans previous to 
the 1 st January, 1832, to be drawn by The Grand Secretary 
under the usual restrictions. 

Resolved, That the sum of eighteen hundred forty nine 
50/100 Dollars, be and it is hereby appropriated for the pay- 
ment of the half years interest on loans due 1 July, 1832, in- 
cluding the interest on the legacy of $10,900 of S. Girard to be 
drawn by the Grand Secretary under the usual restrictions. 
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Resolved, That the sum of one thousand Dollars be and it 
is hereby appropriated for the payment of the Grand Secre- 
tary’s salary and allowances and of the salary and allowances 
of the Grand Tyler to be drawn by the Grand Secretary under 
the usual restrictions.” 

And on motion made and seconded, the said resolutions were 
severally adopted. 

The following Report was also received from the committee 
of Finance and read. 

“The committee of Finance to whom was referred the pe- 
tition of Ephrata Lodge, FT 0, 46, beg leave to report. 

The net income of The Grand Lodge stands solemnly pledged 
for the redemption of the debt of The Grand Lodge, and in the 
opinion of your committee the Adoption of any measure that 
would tend directly to lessen the receipts and thus reduce the 
net income would be a violation of that pledge; but the case 
of The Ephrata lodge, N 0, 46, is in the opinion of your com- 
mittee peculiar and removed by circumstances set forth in the 
petition from the operation of the pledge. The funds of that 
lodge are so reduced by certain breaches of trust that the amount 
now due to the Grand Lodge cannot be paid therefrom, and it 
is evident that the zeal of the active members of the Lodge 
will be sufficiently taxed to maintain a future standing in the 
order therefore not only will the future receipts of the Grand 
Lodge be enhanced by granting the prayer of the petitioners 
but the benefits of masonry will still be continued among breth- 
ren who appear to abound in an excellent and commendable 
zeal for the order. The committee therefore offer the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, that the amount due by Ephrata Lodge, N°* 46, 
be and the same is hereby remitted.” 

And on motion made and seconded, the further consideration 
of the said report and resolution was postponed until the Quar- 
terly Grand communication in September next.

Please to inform the corporation of the City that we the 
subscribers, the trustees appointed by act of Assembly for sell- 
ing the Free Mason’s Lodge in Lodge Alley in the City of 
Philadelphia, having executed our trust, and called a meeting 
of the Members of the First Lodge of Free Masons (who for- 
merly contributed their stock towards erecting the said build- 
ing) for the purpose of agreeing and declaring to what charitable 
purpose the one third part of the produce of the said sale 
should be applied. It was unanimously agreed that the same 
should be given to the corporation of the City of Philadelphia 
to be by them applied towards establishing a fund for supply- 
ing out of the interest thereof the necessitous inhabitants of 
said city with fuel in the Winter season. We are likewise to 
inform you that the one-third part of the nett proceeds of the 
said sale amounts to the sum of Five hundred and seventy four 
pounds four shillings and eleven pence ($1,533.57) which now 
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remains in our hands to be delivered to the order of the said 
corporation for the purpose aforesaid.

’Accompanying this is a statement of the receipts and pay- 
ments for the fourth quarter of 1832; also a statement of the 
receipts and payments for the whole year 1832; another state- 
ment contains the estimates for the year 1833; accompanying 
also is a statement of Debt due by the Grand Lodge and of 
the Sinking Fund. 

The committee also furnish herewith a statement of Debts 
due by the Grand Lodge for repairs recently gone into. 

While the committee call the attention of the Grand Lodge 
to the heavy aggregate of expenses attending the repairs done 
to the Hall and Gas establishment they take the liberty re- 
spectfully to state, that some of the cost should have been made 
and presented to the Grand Lodge and received its sanction 
before the work was entered on, especially as The Grand Lodge 
has been from time to time admonished that the situation of 
its finances called for the closest economy. 

The committee do not doubt that The Hall and Gas House 
needed all the repairs which have been made upon them and 
they do but suggest that when it became evident that such an 
expenditure was necessary the Grand Lodge should have been 
apprised thereof.

Extract from the very eloquent Address delivered before 
the Fraternity, on this day, by Brother George M. Dallas, R. W. 
Deputy Grand Master. 

“I would close here, did I not feel that the commemorative 
purpose of the day may for a moment, be with propriety in- 
terrupted by a reference to the recent departure of our illus- 
trious friend and brother, Gilbert Motier De Lafayette. This 
truly good and eminently great man died suddenly, at the 
Capital of his European Country, and in the bosom of his 
family, on the morning of the 20th of May last, and in the 
seventy-seventh year of his age. 

“It will be recollected by some whom I address, that on the 
2d of October, 1824, General Lafayette, then the Guest of a 
Nation to whose service he had dedicated his early enthusiasm, 
fortune and blood, was, in that chamber, invested with all the 
rights, dignities and privileges of a member of this Grand 
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Lodge “a body,” to use his own emphatic words, “of which 
Franklin was the father, and Washington the associate.” 

“Both hemispheres were alike the theatre of the virtues and 
exploits of this exalted mason. In both he passed, unscathed 
in honour, through the ordeal of sanguinary revolution, in both 
he shone the firm, faithful and fearless champion of human 
liberties and rights, in both he riveted himself, by the loftiest 
and the gentlest qualities, in universal respect and affection, 
and in both, his death is now sincerely mourned as a common 
calamity. In the memory, as in the life of their joint citizen 
and soldier, America and France have a lasting bond of sym- 
pathy and union. In this respect, as the moral link to connect 
two distant and powerful nations in mutual good will, his posi- 
tion on the records of immortality is without parallel. 

“While we join in the sad and solemn rites every where per- 
forming by our countrymen, in melancholy attestation of their 
deep veneration and undying gratitude for an early and inde- 
fatigable public benefactor, we cannot but own one added pang, 
though accompanied by one peculiar pride as kindling memory 
suggests that he also was a Mason.”

The following Report from the Committee of Finance and 
the Accompanying Documents were read and ordered to be filed, 
and on Motion made and Seconded, the Resolutions thereunto 
attached were severally adopted. 

To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania: 

The Committee of Finance are enabled at length to present 
the account of the four Quarters of the year 1834 together 
with the aggregate of the Account of the whole year; accom- 
panying these is an Estimate of the Receipts and expenditures 
for the year 1835, and that no Error founded thereupon may 
Occur in the action of the Grand Lodge, it is deemed Proper 
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to say that the Receipts are estimated at the highest and the 
expenditures at the lowest possible Computation; and by this 
rate of Calculation it will be perceived that there will be a de- 
ficiency at the End of the Year 1835 of Nine Hundred and 
Thirty -Seven Dollars. 

The Committee have observed with Pain and Mortification 
that their regular Annunciation of the alarming facts, that for 
several years the Expenses of the Grand Lodge have consid- 
erably exceeded their Income has not led to a Correction of the 
evil. During last year, 1834, the Receipts of the Grand Lodge 
from the Hall greatly exceeded those of former years. Yet 
with all this extraordinary Income, there is a deficiency of more 
than Eifteen Hundred Dollars. That is, the actual expenses of 
the Institution, counting dues on Interest and the Grand Sec- 
retary and Grand Tyler actually exceeded all the Income by 
that Amount, with that appalling Circumstance in View and 
the Strong probability that the present and future years will 
not afford an equal Income for the Hall. Your Committee are 
also constrained to advert to the financial difficulties of a large 
number of Subordinate Lodges which, whatever may be the Zeal 
of their Members, for the honor and Support of the Craft, can- 
not be supposed to rise Under the Burthens of Debt that 
now weigh them down. Still less to sustain continued or In- 
creased Taxation, Members who would willingly devote a due 
portion of time and a moderate degree of their earnings to the 
Good of the Cause, now withdraw from a responsibility that 
threatens to Interfere with their higher obligations to their own 
Eamilies. 

While many Members of the Grand Lodge are Content to 
mark its existence and to desire its prosperity, your Committee 
have felt it a Solemn Duty carefully to Enquire into and freely 
to expose the financial Difficulties of the Institution and in 
addition to their Statement of present embarrassments to add the 
expression of their Solemn Conviction that in a few years, the 
Interest upon the existing Debt and the difference between the 
Actual expenditures and Receipts of the Grand Lodge will so 
Increase the Debt that the Property of the Institution will be 
in Eminent Jeopardy. 

The Interest of the Debt must be Paid, and the General 
Expenses of the Grand Lodge can Scarcely be diminished, while 
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to any observer of the Signs of the Times, it must be obvious, 
that the revenue will be Considerably lessened. The tendency 
of this course is towards Bankruptcy and Dissolution, Strength- 
ened by the Certainty not previously adverted to, Viz: that in 
about 5 Tears the Law exempting our Beal Estate from Tax- 
ation will expire and we can scarcely entertain a Hope of its 
renewal. 

Your Committee are aware that Brethren have Suggested 
as an expediency of Profit, the Erection of Buildings in Eront 
of the Hall. Something indeed might be added to the revenue 
by such a Measure, but the Debt would also be greatly In- 
creased, while it is evident to the Committee that the deficiency 
in the Eevenue would not be supplied as soon as Taxation upon 
all the Buildings Commenced, and your Committee respectfully 
but earnestly caution the Grand Lodge against any further 
Building Speculations. Tour Committee have not confined 
their Enquiries to the extent of existing difficulties, or the im- 
practicability of Certain Plans of Removing the embarrassments, 
but have felt it a part of their Duty to Suggest to the Grand 
Lodge a means of escape from the evils which threaten it, and 
they respectfully offer for Consideration a Plan which if not 
the only efficienLone, is in their opinion the best that in present 
Circumstances can be devised; it is as follows: 

Sell the Estate, Pay the Debts and from the Balance Pur- 
chase a Hall amply large for all the purposes of Masonry and the 
remainder will be a Fund for Charity the True object of our 
order. 

The Particulars of the Plan Suggested are as follows, Viz: 
The Lot and Hall is Worth from $105 to 115.000 Dollars, 
say .......

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This leaving a Fund of Twenty thousand Dollars to be ap- 
plied to Charitable Purposes, or in the ordinary Expenses of 
the Grand Lodge and this without reference to the usual incomes 
of Kent if any, and the Dues of Subordinate Lodges. 

The Sum of Twenty Thousand Dollars left to the Grand 
Lodge by our late Worthy Brother Girard will soon Amount 
to Thirty Thousand by the Regular addition of Interest to the 
principal, when that too will become a Charity Fund, nor is 
your Committee satisfied that the General Charity Fund may 
not be applied to swell that Sum Immediately to the required 
Amount. 

Your Committee have referred to the Cost of another Hall 
as being about $23,000. They have not spoken without due 
Enquiry. A Building eligibly situated of Sufficient Capacity 
for all the Masonic Bodies in the City, they have reason to 
believe, may be had for that Sum and $6635 more will be re- 
quired to prepare the Interior for the particular Convenience 
of Masonry. 

Your Committee in the above Estimates of the Value of the 
Property of the Grand Lodge did not take into account the 
Policy of Insurance on the Present Building $1500, which 
can be converted into Cash by allowing 5 p r - Cent., . 1425.00 

Present Charity Fund about, 2000.00 

making three thousand, four Hundred and Twenty five Dollars 
and they have also overlooked the Amount which may be due 
from Subordinate Lodges. 

The Committee have Carefully set before the Grand Lodge 
the present state of its Financial Affairs and the prospects under 
existing regulations. They have also proposed an efficient rem- 
edy for existing difficulties and a prevention of Future similar 
troubles. The situation of the Grand Lodge is alarming to 
every Friend of the Order and Kuin to the Craft seems to be 
inevitable if no Remedy is adopted. The Plan which your 
Committee proposes, relinquishes none of the high Standing of 
the order; it frees us from Debt, furnishes us with a Beautiful 
Building, releases the Subordinate Lodges from existing en- 
thralment and future heavy taxation, encourages the Craft in 
regular attendance, insures Prosperity by opening the Door to 
Membership, renews the affection and fealty of Country Lodges 
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to the Grand Lodge, Gives to each Lodge a Means of Charity 
and Places at the disposal of the Grand Lodge a Magnificent 
Sum from the Interest of which, the Wants of a distressed 
Worthy Brother, his Widow or his Orphans may be Amply 
Supplied and thus the great object of our order be fully at- 
tained.

The Committee of Twenty One Appointed at the last Grand 
Quarterly Communication to take into Consideration and Report 
the most feasible means of relieving the pecuniary Concerns of 
the Grand Lodge, respectfully make Report as follows: 

Having assembled early after their appointment the Com- 
mittee Caused to be prepared a Comprehensive and distinct 
Statement of the Property, the Debts, the Resources, and the 
Expenditures of the Grand Lodge together with a View of the 
Condition of the Girard Legacy, this Document is herewith 
Communicated. 

It would appear that the Property of the Grand Lodge of 
every description, real and Personal, may be reasonably esti- 
mated at $131,362.50 

that the funded and Miscellaneous Debts actually 

amount to ...... 66.258.83 

leaving an excess of estimated Property of . . $65,103.67 

This, as available Property, is of course exclusive 
of the Trust Property of the Grand Lodge ap- 
plicable only to fixed and special purposes, to 
wit, The Charity Fund, and the Girard Leg- 
acy, and the Trust Property being added, . 23.398.26 

Swells the aggregate excess of Property over In- 
debtedness to, $88,501.93 


This excess of substantial Capital contrasts most Unfavorably 
with the Annual resources and Expenditures of the Grand 
Lodge, and exhibits a large Investment in Real Estate worse 
than wholly unproductive. 

The estimated annual Payments of the G. L. are, . 5.995.52 

And the estimated Receipts applicable to their 

Payments are, 4.683.00 

Shewing (notwithstanding the excess of Property 

over Debt) an annual deficiency of , . . . $1,312.52 
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This waste of Capital and this regular annual deficiency seem 
to your Committee alike Unwise and Perilous. If allowed to 
operate a few years longer, the Mischief may become Irreme- 
diable, and any diminution in the present value of the Eeal 
Estate of the Grand Lodge arising from Public or Accidental 
Causes, would hasten a most embarrassing and disgraceful, if 
not fatal Catastrophe, to the Financial Concerns and Charac- 
ter of the Order. While we have it yet in our Power it 
would seem to be our Duty to bring our excess of Property into 
active Usefulness, to prevent the possibility of our Annually 
Sinking deeper and deeper in Debt, and to place the Para- 
mount objects of Masonic Charity, Justice and Integrity be- 
yond all Hazard, difficulty or Doubt. 

Under these impressions, your Committee have reviewed cer- 
tain Projects for Financial relief which have heretofore been 
Suggested. 

1 st - It is thought by some that the Revenues of the Grand 
Lodge might be considerably augmented if Stores or other 
Buildings fit to be Rented out were erected on the Lot in front 
of the Hall. 

To carry this Plan into execution, it would be necessary to 
Borrow a Considerable Sum of Money, and any additional Debt 
would seem Imprudent. The expedient might fail, the Income 
from the newly Constructed Buildings might fall short of what 
would seem just now to be reasonably expected. The erection 
of these Buildings in Front would probably Injuriously affect 
the occupation and receipts of the Hall itself. The Sum ex- 
pended on them would add little or nothing to the Value of 
the entire Property in case a Sale should be ultimately de- 
termined upon. 

If it be Calmly remembered that the act of assembly ex- 
empting this Hall from Taxation will expire in less than Five 
Years and that an annual demand not less than $1000 will 
then be added to our present expenses, that to the existing 
amount of Annual deficiency will be superadded the Interest 
on the Sum to be Borrowed for the Construction of the proposed 
Buildings and that their productiveness would be Subject to 
the usual uncertainties of Rents and other Contingents; it is 
believed that the Fraternity will generally Coincide with the 
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Committee in rejecting the Project as Inexpedient and Haz- 
ardous. 

2 d - The Sale of the Real Estate occupied by the Grand Lodge 
and the Purchase of another Lot and Edifice much less ex- 
pensive, is the only other Plan which has been presented to 
the consideration of the Committee and this they are inclined 
to believe may be most advantageously and usefully Carried 
into Execution. 

It is certainly true that a Transfer of the Labors of the Order 
from this Hall to any other will be made with Regret. Erected 
and Consecrated at a Period of great Masonic Prosperity and 
expectation, we have clung to it with Natural Pride, and have 
lavished upon it more of our affections and our means than 
experience and Prudence can Justify. If we Quit it, let us 
take Consolation from the reflection that in doing so we return 
to the practice of fundamental Principles, that as we throw 
off the Vestments of Splendor we resume the Beauty and Purity 
of Benevolence and are accompanied by the ennobling con- 
sciousness of absolute Independence. The Sale of this Property 
will enable us to extinguish every shackle of Debt, to purchase 
an equally convenient, more appropriate though perhaps less 
Imposing Temple, and at once to command and to accumulate 
a large and effective Fund for the exalted purpose of Charity. 
These are Results within the Immediate reach of the Grand 
Lodge, and towards which the Judgment and Feelings of your 
Committee are Irresistably Impelled. 

Abstaining from a Detail as to the Various modes by which 
the plan may be effected, a Detail whose publicity might in 
some Degree affect the Interests of the Grand Lodge, the Com- 
mittee Tender the adoption of the following. 

Resolved, That a Committee of Five be appointed to ascertain 
what Price can be obtained for the Real Estate of the Grand 
Lodge, and to Receive proposals for the Sale of a Suitable 
Building for its accommodation to Report to the Grand Lodge 
at its next Meeting.

A Communication from the Grand Lodge of Indiana was 
Received and on Motion made and Seconded, referred to the 
Committee of Correspondence. 

The following Report was Received and Read and the Reso- 
lution thereunto attached was on Motion made and Seconded, 
Adopted. 

The Committee appointed at the last Meeting of the Grand 
Lodge to ascertain what Price can be obtained for the Real 
Estate of ,the Grand Lodge and to receive Proposals for the 
Sale of a Suitable Building for its Accommodation beg leave 
to Report. 

That in the discharge of their Duties they were met with 
the Customary Enquiries of the Buyer as to the Price de- 
manded, and as your Committee was not authorized to fix any 
Price, it followed almost as a matter of course that those who 
Possessed the Means and the willingness to Purchase, refrained 
from an offer lest they should exceed by an unnecessary amount 
the Sum offered by any other Individual. 

The Committee also found a difficulty in obtaining any Spe- 
cific Offer because they were not empowered to accept it however 
advantageous it might appear, though they have Conferred with 
Several Capitalists who expressed a desire to possess the Prem- 
ises. 

From the Franklin Institute a Specific Proposal was Re-

The Committee appointed by the Grand Lodge to ascertain 
what Price could be obtained for the Real Estate of the Grand 
Lodge and at what Price another Hall could be Purchased and 
subsequently clothed with Power to purchase a Hall and Sell 
the Real Estate of the Grand Lodge having discharged accord- 
ing to their best abilities, the duties devolved upon them, beg 
leave respectfully to Report the result of their Labours. 

On Enquiry of W. Samuel J. Curtis they learned that Wash- 
ington Hall in South Third St. could be obtained for the Sum 
of Twenty Five Thousand Dollars and that an Individual was 
Anxious to obtain it at that Price proceeding then in the Spirit 
of their Instructions, the Committee offered to take the Hall 
for that Sum. The offer was accepted. No time of Payment 
was specified, but it has since been understood that about Nine 
Thousand Dollars of the Purchase Money will be required on 
the execution of the Deed. There is a Mortgage upon Wash- 
ington Hall drawing Interest of 4 p r - Ct. per Annum accom- 
panied with some Condition not fully Understood; but no doubt 
is entertained that the whole can easily and readily be Com- 
promised. 

In the rear of Washington Hall and directly Connected there- 
with, is a Dwelling House included in the Purchase, it is now 
occupied by W. Head but will be relinquished to suit the Con- 
venience of the Grand Lodge. 

In purchasing this Hall as nothing was said of Fixtures, Fur- 
niture and Insurance it is presumed that they do not go with 
the Building. 

For the Real Estate of the Grand Lodge the Committee held 
an offer of One Hundred and Ten Thousand Dollars from the 
Franklin Institute, and last Week W m - Swaim, Esq 3 *- made the 
offer of One Hundred and Ten Thousand, Five Hundred and 
Fifty Dollars, which, after deliberation, was finally accepted. 
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W m - Swaim is to Pay Fifteen Thousand Dollars of the Pur- 
chase Money at the execution of the Deed, and on any Unpaid 
Balance, he is to Pay Interest at the rate of 5 p r - ct. per annum. 

In Selling the Hall the Committee reserved all Furnitures, 
Lamps, Chandeliers and Masonic Fixtures, such as Pedestals, 
Pillars and Images and also the Deposit Money for Insurance 
upon the Building.

To the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen, 

On Behalf of the Franklin Institute of the State 
of Pennsylvania for the Promotion of the Mechanic Arts, we 
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have the Honor of informing you that a Written agreement 
was Entered into on the 26 th day of June last between M r - 
William Swaim and the Franklin Institute by which he agreed 
to Transfer to the Institute the Contract made by him with 
your Lodge for the Purchase of the Masonic Hall in Chestnut 
Street between Seventh and Eighth, precisely on the same 
Terms on which he had made it with your Committee. 

These Terms we Understand to be as follows : that the Price 
of the Lot (which is 101 feet 7 Inches on Chestnut Street by 
178 feet deep) together with the Hall erected upon it, shall 
be One Hundred and Ten Thousand, Five Hundred and Fifty 
Dollars, of which Fifteen Thousand Dollars to be Paid Cash 
and the balance to remain at five p 1 * Cent. Interest secured 
upon the Property. That certain specified articles, to wit: 
Furniture, Lamps, Chandeliers and Masonic Fixtures, such as 
Pedestals, Pillars and Images and also the Deposit Money for 
Insurance on the Building were reserved from the Sale, and 
that Possession should be given as soon as the Grand Lodge can 
prepare the Apartments provided for elsewhere. 

These being we believe the Terms agreed upon between the 
Committee of the Grand Lodge and M r * Swaim, and approved 
by the Lodge, we (with his Concurrence) beg leave to request 
you to Substitute us the Original Contractors, in lieu of M r * 
Swaim, the Franklin Institute, and to direct that the Convey- 
ance may be made directly to the Institute as soon as we shall 
be prepared to make the First Payment of Fifteen Thousand 
Dollars which we trust will be Immediately, or as soon after 
receiving your Answer to our request. 

We beg leave to add that is the intention of the Institute 
to proceed forthwith to improve upon the Lot by the erection 
of Stores on the line of Chestnut Street and by such other 
means as will, we think, greatly enhance the value and Income 
arising out of the Property and that as these will require a 
large outlay of Money a Plan is now under Consideration by 
which a sufficient Sum will, it is expected, be raised to enable 
us to Pay off at once the whole Amount of the Purchase Money 
and to effect all the Projected Improvements on the Property. 

At all events we do not hesitate in expressing our Intention 
at once to offer for Sale the Property of the Institute in South 
Seventh Street, which is at present free from all Incumbrances

and to appropriate the Proceeds of it exclusively to the Pay- 
ment to the Grand Lodge of an additional portion of the Pur- 
chase Money or to expend it in Improvements upon the Masonic 
Hall Lot itself. The affairs of the Institute are and have al- 
ways been in a very healthy Condition; the Loan Created in 
1825 for the Erection of the Present Hall Amounted to $31,- 
000 of which $11,000 have been redeemed within the last Nine 
Years, besides Paying the Interest on the Stock with the Utmost 
punctuality and fidelity as Soon as it became due. 

The Seventh Street Property having greatly advanced in 
Value since we purchased it, we doubt not, it would Command 
a much higher Price than that Paid by us, and as the Unre- 
deemed balance of our former Loan is now only about $23,000, 
we anticipate from this Sale a large Surplus which we are ready 
to invest in our new Purchase.

The following Report from the Committee of Finance was 
Received and Read. 

To the R. W. Grand Lodge of Penn a ” 

The Committee of Finance to whom was handed the Ac- 
counts of Bro. Sam 1, H. Thomas, late Grand Secretary for the 
3 rd and 4 th Quarters of 1831 respectfully Report. 

That though Unable to offer any definite Statement of the 
Balance between Bro. Thomas and the Grand Lodge, they have 
made much enquiry and beg leave to communicate the results. 
At the end of the 2 nd Quarter of 1831, a balance appears to be 
due Bro. Thomas of $1637 T Y(r ? ^ me Committee in 

consequence of the deranged state of Bro. Thomas’s Books, 
were unable to State 'positively the Amount. By Bro. Thomas’s 
last account for the 3 d and 4 th Quarter of 1831 the Balance in 
his favor appears to be $42863^- but that Balance arises from 
Items which your Committee deem inadmissable. From Con- 
versation had with Bro. Thomas, it is Understood that he claims 
not only the above mentioned balance, but also Interest there- 
upon to the Present time; he asserts that he was not unfre- 
quently considerably in advance, for Interest Paid by him on 
account of the Grand Lodge, and the Books would Seem to 
Sustain the assertion, but it also appears that at the time Bro. 
Thomas was advancing the Interest, the Grand Treasurer had 
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in his hands considerable available Sumg, so that the advance 
is the result of an irregular mode of doing Business, rather 
than of any deficiency in the Treasury. Interest on such ad- 
vances cannot, in the opinion of your Committee, be justly 
Charged. 

For the Years 1830 and 1831 Bro. Thomas has Charged his 
Salary at $800 p r - Annum, when, as will appear by the Report 
of the Finance Committee for October 1831, he had agreed 
to deduct $300 from that Sum. By the Books of the Gr d * 
Lodge, W. Bonnafou formerly a Tenant, is a Debtor for $628 1 ^ ir 
but M r * Bonnafon asserts that he Paid Bro. Thomas in full. 
Bro r ' Thomas says that he had a Settlement with M r * Bonnafon 
at one time and Paid him $14^^- which would Increase the debt 
of M r * Bonnafon to $642-^- against that Amount Bro. Thomas 
allows a Bill or Bills for Repairs by order of the Grand Lodge 
for Painting Settees, repairing and reframing Glasses, Dying 
Curtains, &c., &c., reducing the Balance against M r * Bonnafon 
to $270, which Amount Bro. Thomas admits may have been 
paid to him. Your Committee are wholly Unable to give any 
Satisfactory explanation of the State of this demand against 
M r - Bonnafon. 

It is evident to your Committee that there must be charges 
against Bro. Thomas which do not appear in the account that 
he renders, Vi z: For receipts for Certificates, Dispensations, 
Ahiman Rezon and from District Deputy Grand Masters, &c., 
of these Amounts your Committee have no means of forming 
any satisfactory estimate. 

Bro. Thomas has charges for Printing, Stationery, &c., not 
included in Extra Allowances, there are also charges for Books 
and fixtures for office. These accounts, were if they appeared 
reasonable, your Committee have no Authority to allow. 

With reference to Bro. Thomas’s Claim for Interest, it Seems 
proper to your Committee that when he was in advance for the 
Grand Lodge on acct. of the deficiency of Funds he should be 
allowed Interest up to the time of Settlement. But as the 
entire disorder of the Accounts of Gr. Lodge arising out of the 
Negligence of Bro. Thomas, renders it difficult to say when 
Money was necessarily advanced by him; it dees not afford a 
strong evidence of his claim for Interest up to the present time, 
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especially as that negligence prevented a Settlement of his Ac- 
counts at the close of his official Services. 

With this Candid Confession of their Inability to Arrive by 
the Books and Papers of Bro. Thomas at any Certain Con- 
clusion as to his accounts, and still less at the admission of his 
claims, Your Committee have deemed it their Duty to make 
the above Statement and respectfully recommend to the Gr. 
Lodge the Appointment of a Special Committee, who with an 
equal Number to be appointed by the Claimants shall audit and 
adjust the accounts of Bro. Thomas with the Grand Lodge.

The following Report from the Committee of Finance laid 
over from the last Grand Quarterly Communication was Read. 

To the E. W. Grand Lodge of Penn a » 

The Committee of Finance respectfully report, that they 
have examined the Account of Bro. David Nathans, as Grand 
Lecturer, on which he claims a Balance due him of Five Hun- 
dred and Thirty Dollars. 

The Account being Balanced for all the Tours excepting that 
of 1829-30, your Committee directed their attention to the 
facts more particularly connected with that Tour. Bro r ' Sam 1, 
H. Thomas and David Nathans were before the Committee and 
gave such explanations as were required of them, and the written 
Statement presented to the E. W. Grand Lodge by Br. Nathans 
was read. 

Upon View of all the Circumstances it appears that in May, 
1829, Br. Nathans received Notice of his Appointment as Grand 
Lecturer for that Year, and that his compensation for the Vis- 
itations was fixed at One Thousand Dollars, with no other ai- 
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lowance, except the Payment of his Expenses by the different 
Lodges, during his sojourn with them. In June, 1829, he 
Started on his Tour, and returned in September of the Same 
Year, Having during that Period visited the Lodges in the 
Northern part of the State. In May, 1830, the Grand Officers 
decided that, in consequence of the excitement against Masonry, 
the Visitations should be discontinued, and Bro. Nathans was 
officially Informed of their decision at that time. He claims 
to be allowed the Entire Sum of One Thousand Dollars, as he 
was prepared to execute the remainder of the Tour, and was 
subjected to considerable expenses for the Keep of his Horse 
and Buggy, and was prevented from attending to other Busi- 
ness, while awaiting the Orders of the Grand Officers, and lost 
by the Sale of his Horse and Equipage. This Claim seems to 
your Committee to be Incorrect, as during the previous Visita- 
tions of Bro. Nathans, according to his Own Statement and 
admission, he left the City in or about the Month of June and 
returned in the Fall of each year, and was not, therefore, sub- 
jected to Inconvenience by the discontinuance of his Visitation 
he having been informed of the decision of the Grand Officers 
about the time he generally started on his Journey. Further 
he could easily have ascertained the Opinion of the Grand Of- 
ficers previous to their official communication to him, and made 
his arrangements accordingly. 

The Question then Arises, how much is he entitled to? To

The Trustees of the Girard Legacy feel desirous to submit 
at certain intervals to the Grand Lodge, the condition of the 
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Fund produced from that Legacy; and all the facts attending 
the Investments, not merely for the Information and Sanction 
of the Grand Lodge, but that Such reports may preserve a 
connected narrative of this interesting Charity. 

By his Will, our late Brother Girard gives to the Trustees 
of the Masonic Loans, Twenty Thousand Dollars (say $20,000) 
including $10,900 Masonic Loan and Interest thereon, in trust 
for the Grand Lodge to be invested in Safe Funds and the 
Dividends and Interest to be Invested until the whole shall 
form a Capital of Thirty Thousand Dollars ($30,000) the In- 
terest of which is to be Applied to the relief of Poor and 
respectable Brethren. On the 3 d * September, 1833, the Ex- 
ecutors Paid the Sum of $19,500 the amount of the Legacy, 
(deducting the Collateral Inheritance Tax), in Masonic Loan 
and Money. 

When the management of this fund devolved upon the present 
Trustees it consisted of

The Account which results in the balance of $3773.29 as 
due from the Grand Lodge to the Legacy Fund, requires some 
explanation. It charges the Grand Lodge with Interest unpaid 
on the Loans since the 1 st Jan y *» 1833 and includes an Amount 
due by the Gr. Lodge in September, 1832, as also an Amount 
loaned them on the 9 th July, 1834. The Interest is calculated 
in such manner as the Trustees think the Legacy Fund is 
entitled to. Had the Fund been paid the Interest punctually 
and been in possession of the other Sums by the Gr d - Lodge, the 
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Amounts could readily have been Invested, and would have 
produced for the Fund, as much, if not more, than is charged 
in the account presented by the Trustees. On the 1 st Jan y *' 
1835 there was a Loan due by the Gr d - Lodge of which the 
Legacy Fund was entitled to 3300 D rs< It was at an Interest 
of 5 p r * ct. but as the Grand Lodge was not in a condition 
to liquidate the Debt when due, the Trustees considered it but 
just, that the Legacy Fund should receive 6 p r ' Ct. upon the 
Sum of $3300, from the time it was Payable, as it could at that 
time, without difficulty have been invested at 6 p r * Ct.; there 
is also a difference of 1 p r * Ct. on $3300, due the 1 st Jan y > 
1835, on which the Legacy Fund according to the Terms of

The Trustees desire that the Debt due by the Gr d * Lodge to 
this Fund, be paid as soon as possible, inasmuch as the present 
is a time very favorable to making good Investments. 

In Common with their Brethren the Trustees look forward 
with Pleasure, to the Period when the Interest of this Fund 
and the Superadded means which the Gr d * Lodge can afford, 
shall be employed in Works of true Benevolence, when the 
Prayers of the Widow and Orphan, and the Aged Brother come 
down by grief, shall be raised to Heaven in our behalf we may 
smile at the movements of our Enemies, and justify our Insti- 
tution to the World by pointing to its Charities. 

The Trustees Submit to the Grand Lodge for its adoption 
the following Resolution :

After Drumming up our Forces, we mus- 
tered four of the Old Pastmasters of our Lodge, together with 
17 Visitors, all of whom with three exceptions were late Mem- 
bers of Olive Branch Lodge, New Jersey, which has recently' 
given up its Warrant. We may muster 3 or 4 more of our old: 
Members to go on with us again. Under these circumstances, 
and to Embody with us the aforesaid 17 Visitors, with perhaps *. 
10 more in the Vicinity Situated in Similar Circumstances, I . 
undertook to authorize a deviation from the established Usages, „ 
and to take the unusual preliminary steps within disclosed for * 
their admission as Members. And at the Meeting tomorrow" 
Evening they will be admitted, at least so far as they are Un- 
exceptionable in Character. All which I wish the Grand Lodge- 
to Sanction, Under the peculiar Circumstances of the Case . 
But to declare it to be Irregular except as Authorized by me as 
D. D. Grand Master, For I do not wish it to grow up into a 
precedent for future Cases. 

There has been no Meeting since 10 th June, 1830, and the 
only Meetings held since 20 th May, 1829, were on 17 th Dec r - 
1829, when officers were Elected, To Wit: Abraham Miller, 
W. M.; Isaac Stout, S. W.; John Arndt, J. W.; F. W. Muller^ 
Sect 7, and Dan 1, Swander, Treas. 

On the 13 th May, 1830, there was a Meeting held on the*, 
regular Lodge Night, but nothing was done and on the 10 th1 
of June, 1830, a Similar meeting was held, at which it was; 
resolved to hold a Meeting on the 24 th of that Month of which 
Meeting all the Members were ordered to be Notified, but it 
Seems no Such Meeting has Since been held. 

We have our Lodge Jewells and Furniture and I think if 
the Grand Lodge will allow our A/cs. to be Squared off Until 
21 
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last St. Johns day, we will go on Swimmingly and henceforth 
give a Good Account of ourselves.

¥e the Undersigned Committees Appointed by 
Lodges bT 0 ' 45 and N°* 113 of this City for the Purpose of 
Communicating to you the present State of our Lodges, &c., beg 
leave to lay before you the following brief Statement, Viz: 

We presume it is well known to you the persecution we have 
labored under for several years past, which has been the cause 
of many of our luke warm Members withdrawing their aid 
and Support from us; there still is a worthy few who adhere 
strictly to the Good cause in this City and are determined that 
the Institution shall revive amongst us; but when on examina- 
tion of the State of our several Lodges we find we are in Ar- 
rears to your honorable Body, more Dues and arrears of Dues 
than we would be able to Pay for years to come. It casts a 
Gloom on our Prospects. We have Members on our Books 
whose arrears of Dues Amount to between Two and Three 
Thousand Dollars, all of which there is no possibility of Col- 
lecting, and for Three or Pour years past, we could scarcely 
collect as much as Paid our necessary Expenses. In order to 
get as many of the Members together who would attend and 
use their exertions in reviving the Lodges, we exonerate all 
such from arrears up to Dec r - 27 th * 1837, and all those who do 
not avail themselves of the Eesolution shall be suspended or 
expelled agreeable to the Instructions we may receive from 
you touching this matter. 

Agreeable to the above arrangements, we beg of your Hon- 
orable Body to view our situation in a favorable Light, and if 
you can consistently exonerate our Lodges from all Dues and 
Arrears of Dues up to Dec r - 27 th ’ 1836, We shall from that 
Date' contribute our Eegular Dues, &c., and shall communicate 
to you regularly every thing that shall be required of us by 
you appertaining to our Several Lodges. We would also beg 
of you to communicate to us from time to time any Informa- 
tion that would enlighten and inform us of the State of our 
Ancient and Honorable Institution, as such communications 
would always be cheering to the Worthy Brethren in this City, 
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who have been the means of supporting the Institution through 
the dark Days and Years of adversity through which we have 
passed. Annexed are the names of our Members in Good 
Standing and who Strictly attend to the Duties of the Lodge, 
also the Names of Members in Bad Standing with the Amounts 
they Severally owe opposite their Names. We mean by Bad 
Standing, all those who do not contribute any thing towards 
the Support of the Lodge and are in Arrears.

R. W. Sir and Brother, 

In obedience to the Duties Enjoined upon me as district D. 
G. M. of the District composed of Fayette and Greene Counties, 
I beg leave to make the following Report: 

Masonry in this Quarter owing to a diversity of Causes, has 
for Several years been on the decline; that Virulent opposition 
which had its origin in Political purposes and which operated 
to the prejudices of the Institution throughout the State, was 
particularly favored in this District and the adjoining County 
of Washington, by the Publication and Circulation of Anti- 
masonic Newspapers, Abounding as they did however in Mis- 
statements, Marked by those Traits which always Characterize 
Vulgar Scuffles for Power with all the Rancor of Party Malev- 
olence, of Political Persecution, they were of course offensive 
to the upright and intelligent portion of the Community, and 
with such have proved destructive of the very Interests which 
they were intended to Subserve. The Masons bore all with 
Patience, and there are now Symptoms of a reaction in their 
favor. 
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There being only two Lodges in my district my duties are of 
no Great extent. 

On the 20 th N ov r -' 1837, I visited Waynesburg Lodge, dST 0 - 
153, at a Stated Meeting, Raised two Members and gave some 
Instruction; this Lodge has been under considerable depression, 
and there seems at present a want of good Workmen, though 
this difficulty it is expected will soon be obviated; the Members 
are few but I believe very respectable. They are very zealous 
and their prospects of Improvement in Condition and of acces- 
sion to their numbers is encouraging. 

Brownsville Lodge, N°‘ 60, of which I am a Member, having 
Built a New Hall which is still short of being finished has 
been and is still under some difficulties. Their Receipts for 
some time past have been small, so that there remains a Debt 
against them of about Three Hundred Dollars, Nevertheless the 
prospects seem to brighten, Some new Members have been made 
and the Spirit of Masonry seems to be reviving. 

I have lately received the Warrant and Jewels of Lodge N°- 
180 formerly held in Jefferson, Greene C°- Bro. Israel L. 
Craft who was a very Worthy Member of said Lodge has Paid 
me four Dollars, his Dues when the Lodge Ceased to Meet, and 
is now restored to the privilege and Benefits of Masonry. This 
Sum with the Warrant and Jewels above mentioned it is my 
Intention to forward to the Grand Lodge in April next, should 
no good private Opportunity offer sooner. I have not succeeded 
in obtaining any other Warrants, &c., from any of the Sus- 
pended Lodges in my District.

Yours of Nov r - 12 th - Dec r - 5 th ’ 1836 and Feb 7 - 6 th ’ July 22 
and Sept r - 25 th - 1837 came duly to hand by due course of Mail, 
Stating Certain things and making Enquiries relative to the 
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Concerns of Lodge N 0, 119, of which we would most respect- 
fully submit to you the following Communication. 

Since Dec r -* 1835 we have neglected making Returns and 
Dec 1 ** 1836 we failed to hold an Election, not Members meeting 
together sufficient to do any Business. In February last our 
Senior Warden Died and the times grew more oppressive and 
we failed in getting sufficient Members together in Dec 1 *'’ 1837 
to hold an Election, consequently we are now without Officers 
and many of the Members without Money. And we believe 
that we should be unable to do any Business if we had Officers 
duly chosen, Under the Present Crisis of the times. If under 
all these Circumstances you should believe it most expedient 
for this Lodge to revive, we will in December following hold 
an Election if possible, and from that Period we will promptly 
forward our Keturns and Remit our Yearly Dues to the Grand 
Lodge, on Condition that all Arrearages down to December 
following should be exonerated. We have had to Combat with 
much opposition in this Vicinity on the Subject of Masonry. 
We have done no Business for some Years to increase the Funds 
of the Lodge and our Situation at this time is quite Unpleasant.

The Committee of Correspondence appointed on the 27 th 
Dec r - 1837, respectfully Report, 

That they have Carefully examined the communications of 
the following Grand Lodges, rec d - since the last Report which 
was dated as far back as the 5 th March, 1832, to Wit: 

1834, South Carolina, Vermont and Virginia. 

1835, Maryland, Mississippi, Louisiana, Virginia and Georgia. 

1836, New Hampshire, Connecticut, New York, Virginia, 

Kentucky, Maryland, Mississippi. 

1837, Massachusetts, New York, Mississippi, Maryland, Con- 

necticut, New Hampshire, Ireland, New Jersey, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Missouri. 

These Communications generally contain the proceedings of 
the Several Grand Lodges, the details of their financial Situa- 
tion, Lists and in some Instances the Signatures of the Officers 
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Yearly Elected; Suspensions, Expulsions and reinstatements, 
funeral Orations delivered on the Decease of Grand Officers, 
and Salutary admonitions to Subordinate Lodges. These evince 
the most praiseworthy efforts to inculcate those principles of 
Harmony and Brotherly Love which ought ever to characterize 
our order in its Internal organization, and of Justice and up- 
rightness towards ourselves and the rest of Mankind, by which 
alone its merits may be duly appreciated. 

The Committee however notice with great regret the nature 
of the late communications made to us by our Sister Grand 
Lodge of the State of Hew York. They Convey the Painful 
intelligence that distressing difficulties have disturbed the Har- 
mony of the Fraternity and have terminated in the expulsion 
of Several Members and the Annulling of the Warrants of 
Several Subordinate Lodges. 

The facts Connected with these transactions appear to your* 
Committee few and simple. York Lodge, N 0, 367, resolved 
to have a Masonic Procession on the anniversary of St. John 
the Baptist the 24 th June of last year. As this was contrary 
to the Customs of the Grand Lodge and as a due regard for the 
General Welfare of the Craft did not appear to Justify a de- 
parture from the Rule. The Deputy Grand Master in the 
absence of the Grand Master, in the undoubted exercise of his 
Authority and discharge of his Duty, issued a Proclamation 
forbidding such Procession. Still further to insure compliance 
with his prohibition, he repaired in Person to the Place of 
Meeting on the Morning of the 24 th June and requested the 
Procession should not be formed. We are sorry to add, that 
the Deputy Grand Master was treated in a disrespectful and 
Unmasonic manner, and that the procession took place. 

In consequence of these proceedings, the Grand Lodge at 
their Meeting of the 12 th July, 1837, expelled several of the 
Brethren of York Lodge, who had been most active in forming 
the Procession, and of some other Lodges who had United 
with them on that occasion. The Right hand of Fellowship 
was however liberally extended to such Members as disavowed 
their participation in the offenses or expressed their regret at 
having been concerned in it. 

The Expelled Brethren then Undertook to form what they 
are pleased to term a Grand Lodge, contrary to all the Ancient 
26 
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Rules and Landmarks of Masonry. The Grand Lodge of the 
State of New York has declared this a Clandestine Lodge, and 
Cancelled the Warrants of three Subordinate Lodges, which 
have thought proper to join it, cautioning the Fraternity also 
against three more Working, or reported to Work under an- 
nulled Warrants. Your Committee are of Opinion that the 
Grand Lodge of the State of New York should be sustained 
in those Proceedings, and that a Communication to that effect 
should be made by this R. W. Grand Lodge and that all In- 
tercourse with the expelled Masons or their Clandestine Lodges 
should be studiously guarded against. 

Your Committee find nothing else in the Correspondence 
submitted to them which appears to require any action on the 
part of the Grand Lodge. They notice however, with Great 
Satisfaction the Measures taken by the Grand Lodge of Vir- 
ginia to lay the foundation of an Extensive School. Com- 
mittees were appointed to Collect all possible information on 
the Subject and to obtain from the Legislature an Act of In- 
corporation. A provisional appointment was made of Thirteen 
Trustees, at the Head of which, Stood our lamented Deceased 
Brother John Marshall. So far had they progressed in 1834. 
Although Subsequent communications be silent on the subject, 
we hope we may soon have to congratulate our Brethren of 
Virginia on having Carried their Plans into full effect.

Enclosed you will find the returns for the year ending Dec r * 
21 st ' 1833; for the Subsequent Years I am at a loss to furnish 
any Returns. The W. M. of our Lodge requested me to in- 
form you that owing to the great excitement which was then 
at its height, the Members of our Lodge living mostly at a 
Great distance, Some withdrawing and others being Called off 
by the Cold hand of Death, (Among whom were Several of 
our most worthy Brethren), all these circumstances made it im- 
possible for the Lodge to do regular Business; our Stated Meet- 
ings were Still regularly attended to by a few of the nearest 
members until the 13 th Sept r *’ 1834, when the Lodge ceased 
to meet, finding it impossible to gather any Members to Open 
a Lodge. But Prior to the last Stated Meeting, all non attend- 
ing Members were Summoned to attend, but this had not the 
desired effect. Our Lodge was therefore obliged to Suspend 
Six Members at one time, making our numbers small, includ- 
ing those that have withdrawn and those that have Died. 
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The Lodge is still anxious to gather its few Members and to 
reorganize. On the 20 th the lodge had a Special meeting but 
for want of members there was no Lodge opened. On the next 
Stated night February 3 rd the Lodge has requested all the mem- 
bers to attend, and we expect that after this we shall again be 
enabled to do Business in our Lodge. But it is the wish of 
the Lodge to know whether the Grand Lodge will make or 
allow any exonerations to our Lodge for the Dues in arrearages. 
Our Lodge is anxious to Pay as far as it can, but owing to 
the Irregular attendance of some of the Members and non 
Payment of their Dues Our Treasury is in a bad Pecuniary 
Condition.

The Committee to whom was referred the Communication 
of M r - Samuel Hazlehurst requesting Payment of the Amount 
due to him on his Certificate of Gas Stock, Respectfully Report, 

That they proceeded to the duties assigned them and having 
made a full Investigation as to the Matters connected generally 
with the Old Gas Works beg leave to submit the result of their 
Labors. 

In the Winter of 1821, 2, the Gas Manufactory of the Hall 
of the Grand Lodge in Chestnut Street had become disordered 
and deranged and rendered the Hall so uncomfortable as to 
produce a general disposition to abandon the Works at this 
period some of the most Zealous of the Craft, (among whom 
our lamented Bro. Dahlgreen was Conspicuous), thinking it 
would be bad Policy at that time to abandon the Works which 
by proper management might be rendered both ornamental and 
Useful, Suggested a plan of raising the sum of $2000 by Loan 
on a 6 p r * ct., Stock to be Created, for the Security of which the 
Gas Works were pledged the Holders agreeing not to hold the 
Grand Lodge otherwise responsible. This Amount was raised 
Exclusively among Brethren of the Order and Certificate issued 
to the Holders Signed by the Trustees, dated and bearing In- 
terest from Oct r - 1, 1822. The Works were Repaired and be- 
came not only useful and ornamental but profitable, so much 
so that on the 15 th March, 1825, The Trustees were enabled to 
Pay off $400 or 20 per Cent, of the principal and on the 2 d 
Jan y> 1826, $600 more or 30 pr. Cent., thus leaving due of 
the Principal, $1000 or 50 p r * Ct. and arrears of Interest which 
sum remains due and unpaid at this time. Owing to the Ex- 
tensive repairs of the Hall in the Years 1832, 3, the Funds of 
the Grand Lodge became embarrassed and the accounts having 
before that time become somewhat deranged, the Books do, not 
certainly shew what amounts were rec d - from, the Gas Works, 
it is well known however, that large amounts were realized 
therefrom Sufficient in fact, (but for the embarrassed Finances 
of the Gr d * Lodge), to have discharged the Balance of the Loan 
with Interest. 

When the Hall was Sold the Sale embraced also the Gas 
Works and the Holders of the Stock being by this Act deprived 
of their only Security, it becomes the duty of the Grand Lodge 
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on every principle of fairness and Justice to assume the Pay- 
ment of the Stock and Settle with the Holders. The Stock as 
appears by the Books is held as follows, Viz:

Upon a Comparison with those formerly re- 
ceived, your Committee think they can safely assert that the 
period has been for some time passed when Masonry in this 
Country reached its lowest ebb. Its present Prospects are now 
decidedly of an onward Nature and although no particular 
action appears to be required on the part of this Grand Lodge 
in relation to the above Documents yet your Committee cannot 
but congratulate the Fraternity in those States, on the bright 
hope of better days which now begins to dawn upon them. 

They have also before them an address from the G. L. of 
South Carolina on the Subject of the destruction of their Ma- 
sonic Hall in May last, at the time of the Conflagration which 
laid waste a great Portion of the City of Charleston. 

The Building was nearly Completed and on the point of being 
occupied. The Grand Lodge relying on the Zeal of Masons 
Generally have determined not to abandon the Undertaking 
and Solicit the Aid of the Several Grand Lodges throughout 
the United States, an Appeal to which your Committee re- 
spectfully beg to Call your attention. 

We Notice in a Communication of the Grand Lodge of the 
District of Columbia from the Pen of their Grand Secretary, 
Bro. James Lanrenson, expressions of the Gratification expe- 
rienced by the Perusal of the Small Volume of Proceedings of 
this Grand Lodge. The Labour, Intelligence and Zeal which 
have been bestowed upon this truly Masonic production appear 
to be fully appreciated by them as well as by all those Grand 
Secretaries who have acknowledged its receipt. 

Lastly your Committee beg leave to advert to two Subjects 
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forming an Interesting part of the Communication received 
from the Grand Lodge of New York. They alluded to the 
propriety of recognizing as Legitimate Freemasons, Sojourning 
Brethren made in Lodges practising the French and Scottish 
Bites, recommended to the Attention of all its Sister Grand 
Lodges in the United States. The other is a proposal to admit 
an Exchange of representatives from and to all the Grand 
Lodges with which that of New York is in Correspondence.

That on the 5 th of March last he was requested by the W. M. 
of Lodge N°- 158 in this City, to officiate in his behalf, that 
while in the discharge of the duties entrusted to him he was 
treated in an indecorous and unmasonic manner by Brother 
Robinson B. Moore of N°- 3, who assumed to himself the right

to be better acquainted with the Rules and Regulations of the 
Fraternity, have a precedent which will soon destroy not alone 
the respect due to the Chair but all Subordination and Harmony 
which are so essentially necessary to the well being of our order. 

Your Petitioner at one time entertained a Hope that this 
Unpleasant affair could have been amicably arranged thro’ the 
kind interposition of the R. W. the G. M. After waiting some 
time patiently for a result he adopted the resolution of applying 
to Lodge dST°- 158, who after appointing a Committee, a Copy 
of whose Report is herewith transmitted, left your Petitioner 
no other redress than to apply to your Honorable Body.

Night of Meeting. In the mean time the Secretary, (Bro. J. D. 
Moore), went to the different Members and as I am Informed 
asked them Individually whether they had Voted a Black or 
White Ball. He asked me why I had Voted a Black Ball, I 
answered that he did not know what I voted, and requested to 
know who said I had put in a Black Ball; he replied that they 
Suspected me for having done it, I told him it was none of their 
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Business and that they could not find a Man who Knew what I 
had Voted and Until I said I had put in the Black Ball they 
had no right to charge me with it. A debate upon a Motion 
for a Third Ballot ensued in which I was Charged with having 
Voted the Black Ball; I contended that any Member had privi- 
lege to Vote as he thought proper and no one had any right to 
charge me with having Voted in the Negative Until I said I 
had so Voted. 

On Thursday Evening, June 6 th * A Special Meeting of the 
Lodge was held. I am told that after the Lodge was opened 
the Worshipful Master informed the Brethren present that one 
of the Objects of the Meeting was to take into Consideration 
my resignation, which had been rendered Necessary (as he said) 
by My Conduct at the last meeting in reference to the appli- 
cation of W. Tyson, Esq r * 

The resignation above referred to was sent in by me in Sep- 
tember, 1838; it was not received in October because my Dues 
were not Paid; in December following I requested Bro. J. D. 
Moore, (who then generally acted as Secretary), to withdraw it, 
for I would Pay my Dues and Continue a Member of the Lodge. 
I thought it was of course withdrawn, more particularly as dif- 
ferent brethren were informed that my Resignation was not 
received because I had determined to Continue a Member of 
the Lodge. 

My Resignation was however accepted, my Dues were not 
Paid and the Lodge did not remit them and thus was violated 
the 20 th Article of the By Laws of the Lodge. 

Bro. Alva Mason then offered two Resolutions, the first Stat- 
ing the concurrence of the Members in the manner of Electing 
applicants for admission as laid down by the Ahiman Rezon, 
By Laws of the Lodge, &c. 

The Second Resolution after Charging me with Voting the 
Black Ball in M r - Tysons Case Censures me for having so done. 

In Consequence of the Conduct of the Lodge as herein Stated, 
I submit to the Grand Lodge the following Charges against 
Lodge N°* 158. 

1 st - Unmasonic Conduct, in attempting to ascertain what I 
Voted. 

2 nd * Unmasonic Conduct, in receiving my Resignation at a 
Special Meeting when I thought the resignation had been with- 
drawn Months before. 
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3 d - Umaasonic Conduct, in Accepting my Resignation when 
my Dues were not Paid, thus Violating the 20 th Article of the 
By Laws. 

4 th- Unmasonic Conduct, in adopting the Resolutions offered 
by Bro. A. Mason on Thursday Evening, June 6 th -

Respectfully Report, 

That from the Statement of the Parties and the evidence 
produced before them it appeared that Brother Davis and Bro. 
Moore visited Meridian Sun Lodge, N°* 158, at the stated Meet- 
ing of the Lodge held on the 5 th day of March last past. That 
Several Initiations took place at that Meeting. That Bro. Da- 
vis at the request of the W. Master of the Lodge officiated in 
his place during the last of them, and that Bro. Moore after 
Bro.

A Brother has the right if any thing takes place in his pres- 
ence that he believes to be incorrect, to endeavor in a proper 
manner to Correct it or have it Corrected, Subject of course 
to the direction of the W. Master, who has it in his Power at 
all times to put a stop to such interference if he thinks fit, the 
Brother having the right to retire and apply to the Grand 
Lodge if in his opinion the matter requires it. 

The Undersigned are of Opinion that Bro r - Davis at the 
time believed the Instruction given by him to be Correct, 
and that Bro. Moore at the time believed the Instructions 
given by him to be Correct and that the object of each of the 
Brethren was that the newly Initiated brethren should receive 
Correct Instruction but they differed in Opinion on the Sub- 
ject. 
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The Standing of Bro. Davis and Bro. Moore in the Order 
and their well known Zeal for its Interest, forbid the belief that 
either of them would designedly act in either an Ungentlemanly 
or Unmasonic Manner. 

The Undersigned will further add that neither of them being 
Members of Lodge If 0, 158, Bro. Moore was not bound to attend 
the Committee of that Lodge Unless he thought fit to do so. 

All which is respectfully Submitted, with the Subjoined

To the B. W. Grand Lodge of Penn a - : 

The Committee to whom was referred the Petition and Com- 
plaint of Brother James M c Clintock, 

Bespectfully Beport, 

That Bro. James M c Clintock a Member and Senior Warden 
of Meridian Sun Lodge, N 0, 158, tendered his resignation as a 
Member of Said Lodge, at its Stated Meeting, in September, 
1838. The Original Paper Cannot be found, and there is 
rfo notice taken of its presentation in the Minutes of that Meet- 
ing. In the Minutes of the Stated Meeting of October, 1838, 
the resignation is noticed as being laid over with other Busi- 
ness. 

It appears by the Testimony adduced before the Committee, 
that on the day of the Election in Said Lodge in December 
last, Bro. M c Clintock verbally requested Bro. Moore who was 
the Treasurer of the Lodge, and who at that time acted as Sec- 
retary to withdraw his Besignation. This although it was com- 
municated to the W. Master and others was not made Known 
to the Lodge. 

Bro. M c Clintock attended the Stated Meeting of the Lodge 
in March, 1839, and was received and Acted as a Member at the 
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Stated Meeting in May, 1839. Bro. M e Clintocks dues Amount- 
ing to $7 were Paid through. Bro. Moore. 

At this Meeting the Petition of J. W. Tyson for Initiation 
and Membership was presented and referred to a Committee. 

At the Stated Meeting on the 4 th June, 1839, Bro. M c Clin- 
tock attended and acted as a Member, and officiated during a 
part of the Evening as Junior Warden. The Report of the 
Com ee * on M r * Tyson was favorable and he was Ballotted for 
and not approved. The Ballotting Box was twice declared Eoul 
and it was moved to send it round a Third time which was finally 
withdrawn after some discussion and the result declared by the 
W. M. as above Stated. 

It appears that Bro. M c Clintock exercised his right of Vot- 
ing as a Member without objection, and the only controversy 
appeared to be as to the Manner in which he had exercised it. 

A Special Meeting was Called by the W. M. on the 6 th June, 
1839, and the object of the Meeting was not Stated on the face 
of the Notices to the Members. An Entered Apprentice Lodge 
was opened at 7£ o’clock, P. M. and the W. M. announced 
the purpose for which the special Meeting was Called which 
was to take into Consideration the resignation of Bro. James 
M c Clintock which had been rendered necessary by the action 
of the said Bro. M c Clintock on the Application of J. W. Tyson 
for Membership to the Lodge on the Stated Meeting and which 
he said he need not now advert to more particularly and like- 
wise Enter M r - William Ewing. 

The resignation of Bro. M c Clintock was then read when on 
Motion of Bro. Alva Mason it was unanimously Resolved, that 
the resignation of Bro. James M c Clintock be accepted and that 
he be no longer a Member of this Lodge. 

Some irregular resolutions were then Passed reflecting on 
the Brother whose resignation had been thus Accepted. Bro. 
M c Clintock was not present at the time the resignation was 
Accepted, but came into the Lodge Shortly afterwards and Ver- 
bally Protested against the Proceedings. 

Tour Committee are of opinion that the resignation of Bro. 
M c Clintock was Irregularly Acted upon by the Lodge at the 
Special Meeting of the 6 th June last, Because it was at a Special 
Meeting and not a Stated One and without Notice of the ob- 
ject of the Meeting to Bro. M c Clintock or the other Members 
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of the Lodge and his Dues were neither Paid nor remitted by the 
Lodge. 

This being the Case Bro. M c Clintock has never Ceased to be 
a Member of Lodge N°* 158 and is still a Member of that 
number. 

Connected with this Act of the Lodge are other Acts which 
your Committee deem it their Duty to bring to the notice of 
the Grand Lodge. 

The Ahiman Rezon Page 167 Says “if an Applicant be re- 
jected, a Second Ballot may be had on the Motion of any Mem- 
ber duly Seconded made at one Stated Meeting and adopted 
at the next” (Stated) meeting or some Subsequent “(Stated) 
Meeting.” But the Ballot so allowed shall be had at the Stated 
Meeting next subsequent to that at which such Motion was 
adopted.” 

The shortest Period therefore allowed by the Ahiman Rezon 
for a Second Ballot would be as follows: on the Night of the 
Rejection of the Candidate a Motion may be made by any 
Member and duly Seconded, that a Second Ballot be had. This 
is all that can be done on that Night. At the Next Stated 
Meeting this Motion for a Second Ballot may be adopted, and 
if so then the Ballot itself must be had at the Next Stated 
Meeting and if favourable he may be Initiated, if unfavorable 
he is finally Rejected. This is the Shortest possible time at 
which the first Ballot may be thus revised by a Second one. 

After the rejection of M r * Tyson on the 4 th June, on Motion 
made by Bro. J. D. Moore and Seconded, that the Ballot of 
M r * J. W. Tyson be reconsidered and that it lay over till our 
next Stated Meeting which was agreed to. 

The Motion was Irregular. It should have been that a Sec- 
ond Ballot be had. 

At the Stated Meeting in July last on Motion of Bro. Alva 
Mason, Seconded by Bro. Campbell, that the resolution offered 
by Bro. J. D. Moore at our last Stated Meeting be reconsidered, 
the Ballot then be had for the admission of M r - J. W. Tyson 
be now had upon which the Motion was reconsiderd and unani- 
mously adopted and that we enter into a Ballot for M r - J. W . 
Tyson and a Ballot was thereupon had and approved. 

This was certainly irregular for if the Motion of the 3 d June 
had been regular, the only Question that could be put at the 
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July Meeting was, shall the Motion for a Second Ballot be 
adopted. 

The whole therefore of the proceedings of the July Stated 
Meeting are Contrary to the Ahiman Rezon. 

The effort made on the 6 th August to amend these proceed- 
ings it is hardly necessary to say was unsuccessful, as the Lodge 
could not alter the proceedings themselves which actually took 
place at the July Meeting. 

Your Committee are therefore of opinion that all the pro- 
ceedings of the Lodge in relation to M r - Tysons Case, subsequent 
to the 4 th June last should be rescinded, particularly as Bro. 
M c Clintock had no opportunity of participating in these Acts 
of the Lodge. 

Your Committee in Closing this Report feel it a duty to the. 
order to make one or two Friendly remarks. 

The right to reject a Candidate should be exercised with Cau- 
tion and in good Faith and no Brother has a Moral right so- 
to do if actuated by any base or unworthy motive. At the same* 
time the exercise of this right is between him and his conscience 
and no Brother has the power either to enquire into his ballot: 
or the motives which have influenced him in giving his Vote. 

Harmony is indispensable to the Success of a Lodge and it: 
therefore becomes a duty in a Member about to introduce a Can- 
didate into the Order, to ascertain whether he is acceptable to 
the Members of the Lodge and if he is not, however worthy 
he may be, it is but a Friendly and Masonic Act to advise him 
to apply to another Number. 

Whenever it also becomes apparent that Harmony cannot con- 
tinue in a Lodge, it is proper that the Connexion between the 
Members and the Lodge should cease in a Friendly way, actu- 
ated therefore by the best Feelings towards all concerned in 
this unpleasant appeal to the Grand Lodge we feel it a duty 
to advise Bro. M c Clintock and Lodge N 0, 158 to dissolve their 
Connexion in a Brotherly and Masonic manner. 

In Conclusion your Committee offer the following Resolu- 
tions: 

Resolved, that all the Proceedings of the Meeting of the 6 th 
June last of Lodge N 0, 158 in relation to Bro. James M c Clin- 
tock including the resolutions passed after his resignation was 
accepted be and they are hereby rescinded.

Bro r - P. G. Master J. Randall laid the following letter be- 
fore the G. Lodge, Viz: 


Sheshequin, 14th Dec r> 1839. 

My dear Sir and Brother, 

You will readily conclude from the address that I am about 
to communicate with you on the subject of Masonry. I address 
you on the subject because I do not know the name of the G. 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Pa. and because our former 
personal acquaintance induces me to believe that a communi- 
cation from me on the subject of Masonry would not be un- 
acceptable. Those considerations I flatter myself, will be a 
sufficient apology for the trouble I may give you. 

I shall now proceed to state the object of this Communica- 
tion, first observing, however, that I have no doubt you are 
well aware of the difficulties Masonry has had to contend with 
in some parts within the jurisdiction of the G. L. of Pa. on 
account of the Antemasonic excitement. In this County we have 
had to contend with the influence of an Antemasonic Press 
and the excitement ran so high that at a meeting of the mem- 
bers of Lodge N°* 70, it was thought advisable to desist from 
our labours, until the times became more favorable. This con- 
clusion I communicated to the G. Lodge, with a request that 
they would sanction the procedure, and allow us to hold our 
Charter until we could go to work again without disturbance. 

32 
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To this request I received no answer, and it was therefore con- 
cluded that it was Silently acquiesced in by the Grand Lodge. 
Being confirmed in this belief by reason that our Charter was 
not called for, and that I was continued for several years there- 
after Dis tm Dep. G. Master. 

I have now the pleasure to state to you that Antemasonry in 
this quarter is either dead Gr asleep. If dead , we shall not 
in any violent manner, tread upon its ashes; but suffer them 
as time may operate, to be scattered by the winds of heaven; 
If asleep, we shall not by any boisterous exultation wake the 
Monster up to any new vituperation, but endeavor to preserve 
the even tenor of our way in peace and quietness. 

From this aspect in the elements of Masonry in this quarter, 
a number of the old and respectable Masons belonging to the 
former three Lodges in this County, have thought the proper 
time had arrived when they might take up their tools and go 
to work again. It has therefore been concluded to unite as many 
zealous Masons, (and others more recently settled in the place), 
as could be well got together and form a central Lodge to meet 
at Towanda, the seat of Justice for Bradford County and to go 
to work under the Wysox Charter, Towanda being, when that 
Charter was granted a part of Wysox Township, and of course 
is now within the limits of its boundaries. Agreeably to this 
arrangement, 21 Masons convened together on Tuesday evening 
the 10th ins 1, and organized themselves preparatory for going 
to work, the particulars of which will be communicated to the 
G. Lodge in due time. 

I have thought it my duty to communicate these, our inten- 
tions, to the G. Lodge at as early a period as possible, being 
induced thereto, from not knowing how Masons in this 
quarter stand with the Grand Lodge. Although I can- 
not believe that any thing has been done by that body to our 
discredit. If so, it would seem to me from Ancient usages 
and common courtesy, that we should have had notice thereof. 
Neither am I certain that we should have consumated the move- 
ment to the extent we have gone, without first Communicating 
our intention to the Grand Lodge. If, however, we have erred 
in our proceedings by having gone too fast, it must be attrib- 
uted to our awakened zeal in a good cause, and therefore we 
trust that we shall be pardoned by the Grand Lodge and all 
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made right by such resolutions as they have the power to 
adopt. 

And now to conclude. I have great confidence in Stating, 
that if permitted to go on in the way we propose that we shall 
rear up a lodge more respectable and more useful, than any 
lodge heretofore established in this Country. Will you Br. 
Randall make these, our intentions, known to the Grand Lodge 
at the earliest opportunity? By doing which you will confer 
a favor on those concerned and particularly so on him who has 
the honor to be, with great esteem and fraternal regard,
